Mr.  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 


On  1st  January,  1971  the  Social  Services  Committee  of  this 
Authority  took  over  the  responsibility  from  Health  Committee  of 
the  Mental  Health  Service,  the  Home  Help  Service  and  the  Day 
Nurseries.  The  Department  continued  to  administer  these  services 
until  1st  April  when  they  were  handed  over  to  the  new  Social  Services 
Department  with  the  exception  of  the  Junior  Training  Centre  which 
became  the  responsibility  of  the  Education  Authority. 

The  infant  mortality  rate  is  23  which,  although  above  the  national 
average,  continues  to  show  an  improvement  on  previous  years.  The 
illegitimate  death  rate  once  again  remains  double  the  legitimate  rate. 

The  total  live  births  was  2,329  as  compared  with  2,378  which 
continues  to  show  a slight  decrease  over  the  past  years. 

Immigrant  births  show  a continuation  of  the  trend  for  decrease 
in  West  Indian  births  but  a reverse  trend  in  Asiatic  births. 

Unfortunately,  it  has  not  been  possible  to  obtain  vital  statistics 
on  abortions  for  the  year  1971  and  these,  undoubtedly,  will  have  some 
bearing  on  birth  rates  and  other  rates  which  are  included  in  the  Report. 
The  abortion  rates  for  1970  have  been  included  in  the  body  of  the 
Report  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  Registrar  General  can  be  persuaded 
in  future  years  to  release  figures  for  the  year  of  the  Report. 

I am  pleased  to  report  that  during  the  year  the  Department  has 
had  a full  medical  and  dental  staff.  It  has  been  possible  for  many 
aspects  of  our  work  to  be  covered  for  the  first  time  since  my  appoint- 
ment to  this  Authority. 

There  has  been  a marked  decrease  in  the  notification  of  tube- 
rculosis. 
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I regret  to  report  that  once  again  an  outbreak  of  food  poisoning 
occurred  among  the  immigrant  population  as  a consequence  of  infected 
chickens.  Every  effort  has  been  made  to  educate  the  immigrant 
population  of  this  danger. 

The  Department  was  notified  of  a case  of  cholera  within  the  area 
of  the  Authority.  The  person  had  returned  from  abroad. 

Routine  screening  of  immigrants  after  arrival  in  this  country 
revealed  one  paratyphoid  carrier,  and  sewer  swabbing  has  led  us  to 
discover  two  further  typhoid  carriers. 

Dysentery  infections  have  been  very  high  during  the  year  and 
the  appearance  of  strains  of  shigella  and  boydii  in  seven  instances 
was  a most  unwelcome  event.  Salmonella  also  played  a large  part  in 
the  work  of  the  Department. 

Venereal  disease  continues  to  cause  worry,  although  notifications 
of  gonorrhoea  are  not  as  high  as  they  have  been,  nevertheless  there 
has  been  a substantial  number  of  new  cases. 

During  the  year  Committee  gave  approval  for  three  Renal 
Dialysis  Units  to  be  installed  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  one  had  not 
been  completed. 

During  December  a Family  Planning  Service  was  started  by 
the  Authority  and  plans  were  in  hand  for  taking  over  the  Family 
Planning  Services  which  had  been  run  by  the  Family  Planning  Asso- 
ciation at  Greenhead  Road.  It  is  intended,  in  accordance  with  the 
National  Health  Service  (Family  Planning)  Act,  1967,  Circular  15/67, 
to  provide  a free  consultation  service  with  a charge  for  drugs  and 
appliances. 

The  Chiropody  Service,  as  ever,  has  been  under  tremendous 
pressure,  three  full-time  chiropodists  being  employed  by  the  Depart- 
ment. During  the  whole  of  the  year  one  vacancy  has  existed.  The 
establishment  of  a pupil  chiropodist’s  post  is  a welcome  step  forward, 
and  this  post  has  now  been  filled.  A new  clinic  was  opened  at  the 
Village  Hall,  Paddock. 

Only  slow  progress  has  been  made  towards  the  integration  of 
our  services  with  those  of  the  general  practitioner.  Two  general  prac- 
titioners are  using  our  premises  as  their  main  surgery  and  three  general 
practitioners  are  using  them  as  branch  surgeries. 

Plans  for  the  Fart  own  Health  Centre  are  now  well  advanced 
and  it  is  hoped  that  the  building  will  be  opened  towards  the  end  of 
next  year.  Six  general  practitioners  have  agreed  to  use  the  premises 
provided. 

The  Slum  Clearance  Programme  continued  during  the  year  - 267 
houses  being  represented  in  Clearance  Areas  and  51  for  Closing  Order, 
Demolition  Order  or  Certificate  of  Unfitness  proceedings. 


I would  like  to  place  on  record  my  appreciation  of  the  help  I 
have  received  from  the  staff  of  the  Department,  the  help  and  advice 
I have  received  from  the  Chairman  of  the  Committee  and  the  Commi- 
ttees themselves.

Live  Births 

There  were  3,302  live  births  notified  as  occurring  in  Huddersfield  during 
1971.  This  figure  includes  babies  born  in  Huddersfield  to  mothers  who  live 
outside  the  town,  and  the  Registrar  General’s  figure  of  live  births  occurring  to 
Huddersfield  residents  was  2,329.  174  children  were  born  at  home  in  Hudders- 

field, so  that  approximately  7.47%  were  domiciliary  deliveries. 

The  Birth  Rate  was  17.80  as  against  a rate  of  18.30  in  1970. 

The  Comparability  Factor  of  1.05  supplied  by  the  Registrar  General 
makes  possible  a comparison  with  other  areas  in  the  country.  The  corrected 
Birth  Rate  for  Huddersfield  is  18.7. 


Stillbirths 

The  stillbirths  number  40  giving  a Rate  of  17  per  1,000  total  live  and 
stillbirths.  This  is  an  increase  of  7 stillbirths  when  compared  with  the  previous 
year. 


Infant  Mortality 

There  were  53  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  of  age,  as  compared  with 
56  in  1970.  The  Infant  Mortality  Rate  is,  therefore,  23  per  1,000  live  births, 
compared  with  24  for  1970. 


Neo-Natal  Mortality 

Deaths  of  infants  occuring  within  the  first  four  weeks  of  life  were  35, 
giving  a Neo-Natal  Mortality  Rate  of  15,  which  is  1 less  than  1970. 


Peri-Natal  Mortality 

Stillbirths  and  deaths  under  1 week  combined  together  form  a fairly 
reliable  index  of  the  loss  of  life  associated  with  the  risks  of  pregnancy  and  delivery. 

In  1971  there  were  72  cases,  giving  a Peri-Natal  Mortality  Rate  of  30  per 
1,000  total  live  and  stillbirths,  which  is  4 more  per  1,000  than  last  year. 

Maternal  Mortality 

There  was  one  maternal  death  during  1971.

Deaths 

During  1971,  1,704  deaths  occurred  amongst  Huddersfield  residents. 
When  corrected  by  the  Comparability  Factor  this  gives  a Death  Rate  from  all 
causes  of  13.0  compared  with  14.3  in  1970. 

The  Tables  on  pages  17,  18  and  19,  give  details  of  the  principal  causes 
of  death  at  all  ages.  There  was  a decrease  of  170  in  the  total  deaths  registered 
compared  with  the  figures  for  1970.

The  17  infections  included  11  “Cot  Deaths”-  sudden  deaths  in  infants 
previously  healthy.  The  cause  in  all  these  was  acute  chest  infection,  discovered 
at  post  mortem  by  order  of  the  Coroner.  The  infants  were  all  aged  between 
one  month  and  six  months. 

The  two  cases  of  asphyxia  consisted  of  one  due  to  inhalation  of  vomit 
(accidental  death)  and  one  due  to  inhalation  of  liquor  (lack  of  attention  at 
birth).  One  child  died  of  a malignant  neoplasm  of  the  brain.

CREMATIONS 

During  the  year,  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  acted  as  Medical  Referee 
for  1,956  cremations  carried  out  at  the  Huddersfield  Crematorium  of  which 
649  males  and  563  females  were  formerly  residents  in  the  Borough  and  408 
males  and  336  females  were  from  other  areas.  71.41%  of  persons  who  died  in 
Huddersfield  were  cremated.

The  total  number  of  attendances  at  Infant  Welfare  Clinics  has  decreased 
this  year,  but  at  20,158  is  above  the  1969  figure  of  19,682. 

It  is  interesting  that  at  the  Central  Clinic  the  number  of  attendances 
of  over  one  year  old  children  is  higher  than  that  of  the  under  one  year  old, 
the  figures  being  3954  and  3281  respectively.  At  all  Branch  Clinics,  apart  from 
Greenhead  which  served  virtually  the  same  area  as  the  Civic  Centre,  the  number 
of  attendances  of  infants  under  one  year  is  much  higher  than  that  of  the  1-5 
year  olds. 

Greenhead  Infant  Welfare  Clinic  was  closed  at  the  beginning  of  April. 
At  the  same  time  the  Thursday  Clinic  at  Dalton  was  transferred  to  Friday. 
Although  there  was  a lowering  of  attendance  there,  it  appears  unlikely  that  the 
change  of  day  was  responsible,  as  the  Tuesday  Clinic  at  Dalton  reflected  the  same 
trend. 


All  babies  have  been  given  an  appointment  to  attend  the  clinic  for  the 
screening  of  hearing.  This  has  resulted  in  an  attendance  of  1927  compared  with 
640  last  year.

EAR,  NOSE  AND  THROAT  CLINIC 

It  has  long  been  felt  that  there  was  a need  for  clinical  assessment  of 
children  with  ear,  nose  and  throat  defects.  In  order  to  meet  this  problem  a 
weekly  session  was  started  on  1st  January,  1971  at  the  Civic  Centre.  There 
were  teething  problems  at  the  beginning  but  over  a period  these  were  sorted 
out  and  this  clinic  is  now  reasonably  well  established. 

A good  liaison  exists  with  the  Ear,  Nose  and  Throat  Department  at  the 
Huddersfield  Royal  Infirmary  which  is  due  to  the  special  interest  shown  by 
Mr.  W.  M.  S.  Ironside,  Senior  Consultant  Otolaryngologist,  at  the  Infirmary.

The  total  number  of  examinations  was  1,546.  162  children  were  referred 
for  treatment  and  432  were  kept  under  observation. 

Infant  Mortality 

The  total  number  of  children  who  died  under  the  age  of  one  year  was 
53.  Of  these,  33  babies  died  during  the  first  week  of  life,  out  of  a total  of  35  who 
died  in  the  first  month. 
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Deaths  during  the  First  Month 

35  of  the  53  infant  deaths  occurred  in  the  first  month  of  life.  There  were 
24  deaths  from  prematurity  (including  dysmaturity)  7 deaths  from  congenital 
defects,  one  death  from  asphyxia  and  3 deaths  from  infections. 

Deaths  between  One  and  Twelve  Months 

Apart  from  1 death  from  malignant  neoplasm  and  one  death  from  asphyxia, 
all  the  remainder  of  the  infant  deaths  were  due  to  infections. 

Congenital  Abnormalities 

There  were  64  babies  born  with  congenital  abnormalities,  including 
1 1 who  were  still-born  and  9 who  died  within  one  month.  The  non-survivors 
were  mainly  those  with  severe  defects  of  the  C.N.S.  or  severe  multiple  defects. 

Total  of  babies  born  with  congenital  defects  during  the  last  5 years  is  as 
follows : —

The  increase  this  year  is  more  apparent  than  real,  owing  to  previous 
under-reporting.  A register  is  kept  of  all  babies  with  significant  defects,  which 
might  require  consideration  of  special  schooling.  This  is  added  to  whenever 
fresh  disabilities  come  to  light,  by  close  liaison  with  the  Consultant  Paediatric- 
ian, with  whom  we  run  a joint  developmental  clinic. 

DEVELOPMENTAL  CLINIC 

The  Developmental  Clinic,  first  held  in  this  Department  in  1970  has 
continued  weekly. 

The  close  link  thus  formed  with  the  hospital  paediatric  department  has 
proved  very  helpful  and  has  greatly  increased  the  continuity  of  infant  care.

NURSING  ATTACHMENTS 

With  regard  to  the  attachment  of  nursing  staff  to  group  practices,  the 
six  months’  pilot  scheme  begun  in  1970  was  completed  in  January,  1971  when 
it  was  discontinued. 

The  close  liaison  with  two  other  practices  has  continued,  and  telephone 
discussions  on  patient  care  between  health  visitors  and  general  practitioners 
are  frequent. 
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CERVICAL  CYTOLOGY

The  Cytology  Clinic  continues  its  good  work  although  there  has  been 
a slight  drop  in  attendance.  We  are  now  regularly  recalling  women  who  came 
to  the  Clinic  in  the  early  days  of  1966  - a few  are  included  each  week.  Of  the 
total  cases  seen  just  under  two-thirds  of  these  attended  without  having  symp- 
toms.

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FAMILY  PLANNING  CLINIC 

We  are  indebted  to  Dr.  J.  M.  F.  Brigg  for  the  report  in  connection  with 
the  Family  Planning  Services  in  Huddersfield,  which  are  provided  at  22 
Greenhead  Road  by  the  Family  Planning  Association  no  charge  being  made  by 
the  Local  Authority  for  this  accommodation. 

Work  at  the  Clinic  has  continued  to  increase  over  the  past  year.  The 
Clinic  is  open  some  part  of  each  day,  except  Friday.  Out  of  a total  number  of 
6,443  attendances  in  1971,  793  were  new  patients.  It  is  noticeable  that  we  are 
very  dependant  on  patients  telling  their  friends,  and  the  General  Practitioners 
for  referrals  to  the  Clinic.  Many  of  the  patients  are  now  attending,  for  advice, 
prior  to  marriage  or  in  the  early  years  of  marriage,  and  so  are  planning  their 
families  from  the  start.  This  is  an  indication  that  the  idea  of  Family  Planning 
is  more  acceptable  to  the  younger  generation  and  as  such,  augurs  well  for  the 
future. 

The  number  of  patients  attending  for  cap  fitting  and  the  more  con- 
ventional methods  of  birth  control,  are  tending  to  decrease  a little,  while  the 
Oral  Contraceptive  seems  to  have  come  back  into  favour  as  all  these  patients 
are  on  the  low  oestrogen  pills.  The  I.U.D.  seems  to  maintain  a middle  position. 

The  number  of  cervical  smears  taken,  has  gone  up  from  1,311  in  1970 
to  1,335  in  1971.  There  were  2 positive  smears. 

As  a Training  Clinic,  two  Doctors  and  five  Nurses  were  passed  as  satis- 
factory, having  completed  the  full  training  including  the  I.U.D.  sessions.  In 
October,  we  increased  the  sessions  held  for  immigrants,  with  the  services 
of  an  interpreter,  to  every  Tuesday  morning  instead  of  once  a fortnight.  These 
are  continuing  to  be  well  attended. 

At  the  beginning  of  1972,  the  Local  Authority  are  taking  over  control 
of  the  Clinic  from  the  Family  Planning  Association,  and  it  is  hoped  that  the 
closer  liaison  with  the  Health  Authorities  will  be  beneficial.  All  patients  from 
the  beginning  of  1972  will  be  treated  free  of  charge;  payment  being  received 
only  for  the  supply  of  contraceptives,  with  exceptions  being  made  in  cases  of 
need.  We  are  indebted  to  the  work  done  by  the  voluntary  staff  in  the  past.  Many 
of  these  have  agreed  to  continue  under  the  new  system  along  with  the  Nursing 
and  Medical  staff,  to  ensure  continuity  of  service  to  the  patients. 

Lectures  on  methods  of  Family  Planning  have  been  given  by  the  Medical 
Staff  to  Nurses  at  the  Royal  Infirmary  and  also  to  groups  of  patients  in  St. 
Luke’s  Hospital.

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MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE  DENTAL  SERVICE  - 1971 

John  A.  E.  Morris,  b.ch.d.,  l.d.s.,  d.d.p.h.,  r.c.s. 

Chief  Dental  Officer 

This  has  been  an  encouraging  year  in  the  treatment  of  pre-school  children. 
Again  we  have  exceeded  the  national  average  in  the  amount  of  treatment 
provided  for  the  under  fives,  and  we  have  for  the  first  time  filled  more  teeth 
than  we  have  extracted.  Although,  statistically,  the  tooth  filled  to  tooth  extrac- 
ted ratio  has  gross  faults  when  used  to  evaluate  the  quality  of  a dental  service, 
it  is  of  some  merit  when  the  number  of  children  seen  and  the  amount  of  work 
done  is  taken  into  consideration. 

The  bulk  of  pre-school  work  is  carried  out  by  dental  auxiliaries,  but  more 
interest  in  this  field  is  being  shown  by  the  part-time  dental  officers  who  are 
married  women  with  children  of  their  own.  This  fact  leads  to  a deeper  under- 
standing of  the  handling  and  control  of  young  children. 

This  year  there  has  been  a large  increase  in  the  number  of  subsequent 
visits  by  pre-school  children.  This  reflects  some  success  in  the  persuasion  of 
children  to  return  for  courses  of  treatment  after  the  initial  relief  of  pain,  usually 
by  extraction.  We  do  not  operate  a “casual”  service;  every  child  is  given  the 
opportunity  and  encouraged  to  become  a regular  patient,  and  to  return  at  four 
or  six  monthly  intervals  for  thorough  inspections  and  any  treatment  which 
may  be  necessary. 

Throughout  the  year  we  have  been  fully  staffed,  and  this  has  enabled 
us  to  develop  the  dental  health  education  aspect  of  our  work.  Talks  have  been 
given  to  young  wives  groups  and  ante-natal  groups  as  well  as  in  schools. 

The  fluoridation  of  public  water  supplies  reduces  dental  decay  by  over 
a half,  and  this  authority  has  shown  itself  to  be  among  the  more  progressive 
in  the  country  by  adopting  a positive  water  fluoridation  policy.  The  decay  that 
does  occur  in  fluoride  areas  tends  to  occur  in  the  pits  and  fissures  of  certain 
teeth,  and  a new  technique  of  sealing  these  fissures  with  a plastic  sealant  has 
been  introduced.  We  intend  to  carry  out  tests  on  this  material,  which  has  the 
advantage  that  no  cavity  preparation  is  necessary.

One  midwife  resigned  in  May  to  take  Health  Visitor  Training  and  has 
not  yet  been  replaced.  A part-time  midwife  was  appointed  in  February.

2 Part-time  Midwives 

Two  pupils  have  qualified  during  the  year.  Three  pupils  were  accepted 
for  the  September  school  and  one  in  December,  making  four  in  training  at  the 
moment. 

The  training  programme  in  Community  Health  and  Social  Services 
continues  to  be  very  successful  due  to  the  kind  co-operation  of  the  heads  of 
departments. 

Relaxation,  mothercraft  and  parent  craft  classes  have  been  held  through- 
out the  year,  the  patients  taking  a marked  interest  in  these  and  finding  them 
of  great  value. 

The  Consultant  Obstetrician,  Mr.  E.  Gledhill,  continued  his  fortnightly 
sessions  at  the  Civic  Centre  Ante-Natal  Clinic  until  his  retirement  in  November. 
Mr.  B.  Benster,  Consultant  Obstetrician  agreed  to  take  over  this  commitment. 

Routine  screening  of  all  patients  booked  for  asymptomatic  bacteriuria 
was  introduced  in  March  - with  the  kind  co-operation  of  Dr.  Little  of  the 
Wakefield  Public  Health  Laboratory,  sixteen  per  cent  of  these  specimens  have 
proved  positive. 

The  number  of  domiciliary  midwives  cases  attended  has  remained 
constant  in  1971.  The  number  of  early  discharges  from  hospital  has  decreased 
but  the  majority  of  early  discharges  are  being  discharged  earlier  in  the  lying-in 
period  and  the  average  number  of  visits  per  patient  is  increasing.  The  number 
of  planned  forty-eight  hour  discharges  is  also  increasing.

Although  there  have  been  considerable  changes  of  staff  during  the  year, 
there  was,  on  December  31st,  a slight  increase  in  overall  numbers,  compared 
with  1970.  At  the  end  of  1971,  the  total  complement,  was  23  made  up  of  16 
full-time  and  2-part-time  health  visitors  and  2 full-time  and  8 part-time  clinic 
nurses. 


It  is  sad  to  have  to  record  the  death  of  Mrs.  Nora  Davies  who,  as  Miss 
Cannell,  joined  the  health  visiting  staff  here  in  August  1956. 

The  needs  of  babies  under  one  year  have  again  been  a priority  with 
regard  to  home  visiting. 

Although  the  number  of  West  Indian  births  has  continued  to  fall,  the 
number  of  Asian  births  has  risen  from  302  in  1970  to  392  in  1971.  Many  of 
both  groups  attended  clinics,  but  a home  visit  often  brought  problems  to  light 
which  would  otherwise  have  remained  masked,  due  to  language  difficulties  and 
cultural  differences.  Whereas  nutrition  has  previously  appeared  to  be  the  most 
urgent  area  for  health  education  and  is  still  vital,  much  time  this  year  has  been 
spent  on  attention  to  food  hygiene  in  the  home. 

The  average  number  of  visits  paid  to  every  baby  under  one  year  was 
8.9  as  compared  with  8.2  last  year.  From  the  school  leaving  age  onwards,  5514 
visits  were  paid  to  1,349  people.  The  majority  of  elderly  patients  were  referred 
by  hospitals. 

The  number  and  variety  of  clinics  and  medical  examinations  has  in- 
creased. Clinics  staffed  by  health  visitors  and  clinic  nurses  have  included,  in 
addition  to  Child  Welfare  Clinics,  a Developmental  Clinic,  Ear,  Nose  and  Throat 
and  Hearing  Clinics,  Cervical  Cytology  and  Family  Planning  Clinics,  Orthopae- 
dic, Adult  Immunisation  and  Vaccination  and  Mental  Subnormality  Clinics. 

In  particular,  it  will  be  noted  that  1,927  babies  and  toddlers  attended 
the  Clinic  for  the  screening  of  hearing,  compared  with  640  last  year.  All  babies 
have  been  given  an  appointment,  although  cases  have  continued  to  be  seen 
without  an  appointment  on  Monday  afternoons. 

It  has  been  an  interesting  year  with  regard  to  courses,  although  it  was 
disappointing  not  to  have  a full-time  health  visitor  student.  One  health  visitor 
attended  a residential  refresher  course  in  Hull;  a second  had  unfortunately  to 
withdraw  at  the  last  minute  because  of  illness.  A clinic  nurse  attended  a non- 
residential  C3urse  in  Manchester  on  the  screening  of  infants’  hearing.  Six  members 
of  the  section  took  part  in  a two  day  course  on  Home  Safety  and  a high 
proportion  of  staff  attended  a one  day  course  on  Family  Planning. 

The  Nursing  Services  combined  to  produce  a display  on  the  Prevention 
of  Home  Accidents  and  this  section  was  also  responsible  for  one  on  vaccination 
and  immunisation. 

With  the  exception  of  work  in  connection  with  Child  Minders,  all  other 
duties  have  continued  as  in  previous  years.

There  has  been  a slight  decrease  in  the  number  of  new  cases  nursed 
during  the  year,  but  the  number  of  visits  paid  has  increased  by  9,532  on  the 
previous  year.  This  is  due  to  the  number  of  patients  requiring  nursing  care  for 
longer  periods,  more  frequent  visits,  and  some  requiring  visits  twice  and  three 
times  a day. 

The  number  of  ambulant  persons  who  are  not  in  need  of  nursing  care, 
but  require  bathing  once  a week  has  increased.  It  is  hoped  again  to  relieve  the 
trained  nursing  staff  of  some  of  this  work,  by  increasing  the  number  of  bathing 
attendants  in  the  future. 

The  number  of  visits  paid  to  the  patients  in  the  over  65  years  age  group 
has  increased  by  10%  over  the  previous  year. 

While  last  year  I was  pleased  to  report  a decrease  in  the  number  of 
patients  suffering  from  tuberculosis,  this  year  I have  to  report  an  increase  in 
the  number  of  patients  requiring  treatment. 

Two  State  Enrolled  Nurses  were  successful  in  obtaining  the  National 
Certificate  of  District  Nursing  in  January. 

One  State  Registered  Nurse  is  in  training  at  the  time  of  this  report  and 
will  take  the  examination  in  January  1972. 

The  Assistant  Superintendent  attended  a Practical  Work  Instructors 
Course  in  Bradford  on  a day  release  basis  which  commenced  in  January  for 
nine  weeks. 

Student  Nurses  from  the  Huddersfield  Royal  Infirmary  have  continued 
their  observation  visits  with  the  Nursing  Sisters. 

The  evening  visiting  service  from  7-10  p.m.  daily  is  still  much  appreciated 
by  the  Doctors,  patients  and  relatives. 

Six  Nursing  Staff  and  three  Bathing  Attendants  attended  a two  day 
course  organised  by  the  Royal  Society  for  the  Prevention  of  Accidents  in 
November. 


LOAN  SERVICE 

The  loan  of  nursing  equipment  and  appliances  tends  to  increase  and  the 
demand  for  such  equipment  as  walking  aids  and  commodes  has  been  excessive 
this  year. 


INCONTINENCE  PADS 

There  has  been  a greater  demand  on  the  issue  of  disposable  incontinence 
pads,  an  increase  from  6,700  to  13,200. 

The  availability  of  these  pads  is  greatly  appreciated  by  the  nursing  staff, 
patients  and  their  relatives. 

LAUNDRY  SERVICE 

The  laundry  service  for  incontinent  patients  was  transferred  to  the 
Home  Nursing  Service  on  the  1st  October,  1971,  which  has  resulted  in  the 
service  being  more  readily  available  to  the  nursing  staff  and  patients  alike. 

There  are  currently  some  fifty  patients  receiving  this  service.

During  1971  the  number  of  patients  carried  and  Ambi  ranee  mileage 
increased.  The  reason  for  the  increase  on  the  previous  year’s  figures  was  the 
closing  of  the  Junior  Training  Centre  for  five  weeks  during  a labour  dispute 
in  November,  1970.  The  section  27  patients  have  shown  a slight  increase. 

The  M62  motorway  which  was  opened  during  1971  has  not  caused  any 
extra  work,  but  is  a potential  major  accident  area  at  all  times  and  a state  of 
alert  must  always  be  maintained.  Of  the  three  accidents  which  were  attended 
in  1971,  two  were  fatal,  and  in  the  third  a passenger  received  serious  injuries. 

The  policy  of  giving  advanced  Ambulance  Aid  Lectures  has  been 
maintained,  but,  I regret  to  report,  the  drivers  have  not  taken  full  advantage 
of  this. 


Six  driver/attendants  attended  a six  week  course  at  the  West  Riding 
Training  School.  It  is  hoped  by  the  end  of  1972  that  all  drivers  with  under  five 
years  service  will  be  fully  trained  to  Miller  standard. 

The  Ambulance  Service  tries  to  maintain  a high  standard  by  providing 
new  equipment.  Entonox  has  been  introduced  into  the  service  and  has  proved 
its  worth  on  several  occasions  when  used  to  alleviate  pain.  By  the  end  of  1972 
all  vehicles  will  carry  Entonox.  Sucking  equipment,  both  static  and  mobile, 
has  been  fitted  in  all  vehicles. 

A Hospital  Liaison  Committee  has  been  formed.  This  has  proved  useful 
towards  a better  understanding  between  the  hospitals  and  the  Ambulance 
Service,  of  the  difficulties  encountered.  I should  like  to  say  that  co-operation 
is  very  good. 

One  member  of  the  Ambulance  Service  passed  the  Graduate  examination 
for  the  Institute  of  Ambulance  Officers  and  it  is  hoped  for  more  success  in  1972. 

The  following  Table  shows  an  increase  in  patients  carried  to  the  Hudders- 
field Royal  Infirmary,  and  a decrease  in  patients  carried  to  St.  Luke’s  Hospital, 
Crosland  Moor.

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CHIROPODY

The  Chiropody  Service  was  extended  once  again  to  include  the  Physically 
Handicapped  under  65  from  1st  January,  1971,  and  a new  Clinic  was  opened 
at  Paddock  on  7th  June,  1971.  A trainee,  Mr.  Clarke  was  appointed,  and  he  is 
now  at  Training  School  for  three  years. 

The  Clinics  at  Almondbury,  Brackenhall  and  Netherton  are  progressing 
slowly  and  we  have  been  able  to  attend  some  of  our  domiciliary  patients  who 
live  in  the  immediate  surrounding  area  of  the  Clinics. 

The  total  number  of  patients  has  increased  slightly  over  1970  by  over  100 
and  the  treatments  by  55.  Unfortunately,  we  were  without  the  services  of  one 
of  the  Chiropodists  for  the  first  six  weeks  of  the  year,  and  a further  period  in 
November  due  to  illness. 

The  Physically  Handicapped  are  now  classed  as  a separate  section  for 
the  purpose  of  statistics,  but  are  included  in  the  summary  of  patients  and 
treatments.  We  have  150  of  this  class  of  people.  67  attend  Clinics  at  the  New 
Welfare  Centre.  These  people  are  brought  here  by  transport.  The  Blind  Welfare 
patients  are  attended  in  their  own  homes,  at  the  New  Welfare  Centre,  and  at  the 
Blind  Home  which  is  visited  about  every  8 weeks. 

This  year,  only  a very  small  number  of  maternity  and  child  welfare 
cases  have  been  attended  and  a small  number  of  school  children  have  been 
attended  by  the  Chiropody  Service  mainly  for  Verrucae.  These  treatments  are 
not  included  in  the  summary.  The  main  number  of  school  children  are  attended 
in  school  clinics  and  their  referred  cases  are  the  cases  mentioned  above. 

The  liaison  between  the  District  Nurses,  the  Health  Visitors  and  the 
Chiropody  Service  remains  good  and  many  needy  cases  are  referred  and  attended. 
Also  this  year,  we  have  had  one  or  two  cases  referred  to  the  Chiropody  Service 
by  Mr.  Annan  the  Orthopaedic  Consultant. 

The  diabetic  patients  are  also  given  attention.  Since  the  diabetic  patients 
from  the  Infirmary  were  phased  back  to  their  own  clinic,  we  have  still  approxi- 
mately 100  diabetics  receiving  treatment  by  the  Service  in  clinics  and  their 
own  homes. 

The  total  number  of  domiciliary  cases  has  decreased  by  60  patients  and 
the  treatments  by  44,  this  being  due  to  some  of  the  domiciliaries  being  attended 
at  the  outside  Clinics.  This  is  only  a slight  decrease,  but  does  show  that  the 
outside  Clinics  are  absorbing  a proportion  of  domiciliaries  and  this  is  working 
out  quite  well  without  inconvenience  and  upset  to  the  patients,  and  does  help 
the  Service  to  attend  to  more  patients  and  so  give  a more  helpful  and  complete 
Service.

CO-ORDINATING  COMMITTEE  FOR 
NEGLECTED  CHILDREN 

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  is  the  Co-ordinating  Officer  for  this 
Committee,  which  has  been  appointed  as  a result  of  a recommendation  contained 
in  the  Joint  Circular  of  the  Ministries  of  Health  and  Education  and  Home  Office. 

The  Committee  consists  of  Officers  of  the  Corporation  and  Officers  of 
Statutory  Bodies  concerned  with  the  well-being  of  children,  together  with 
representatives  of  Voluntary  Organisations  who  are  concerned  with  the  same 
problem.

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HEALTH  EDUCATION

Activities  in  the  Health  Education  field  are  gradually  increasing,  with 
the  greatest  interest  being  shown  by  schools,  colleges  and  other  bodies,  and  the 
greater  use  of  audio-visual  aids.  The  usual  activities  have  continued  as  follows : — 

Homes  and  Mothers  Clubs 

These  are  mainly  the  province  of  the  Health  Visitor  who  becomes  known 
to  the  mothers,  and  encourages  healthy  habits  in  mother  and  her  family.  There 
are  two  mothers’  clubs  run  by  enthusiastic  Health  Visitors,  which  the  physio- 
therapist contributes  her  expert  advice  and  knowledge  to  when  required. 

Womens  Organisations 

The  Medical  Officer  in  charge  of  the  Cervical  Cytology  Clinic  has  twice 
shown  the  film  “Time  and  Two  Women’’  while  a tape  with  slides  on  Home 
Safety  has  been  shown  on  other  occasions.  The  Health  Visitors  have  also  given 
talks  on  child  development. 

Home  Safety  Exhibition 

This  was  held  in  the  Town  Hall  in  connection  with  the  Borough  Architect’s 
Home  Improvement  Plan.  The  show-cases  used  have  since  been  in  the  Entrance 
Hall  and  have  been  used  for  showing  several  Health  Education  topics  such  as 
dental  hygiene,  work  of  the  health  inspectors,  immunisation  etc. 

A two  day  intensive  Home  Safety  Training  Course,  organised  by  the 
Royal  Society  for  the  Prevention  of  Accidents  in  the  Home  was  held  in  the 
Lecture  Hall  of  the  Department,  with  51  people  attending,  from  this  Authority 
and  neighbouring  Authorities. 

Stork  Club 

This  class  for  expectant  mothers  has  continued  as  before  and  the  film 
“To  Janet  a Son’’  has  been  shown  to  each  group. 

Colleges  and  Schools 

In  the  summer  a meeting  was  held  at  the  Teachers  Centre,  to  try  and 
interest  heads  of  schools  and  training  colleges  in  the  integration  of  health 
education  into  the  school  curriculum.  Attendance  was  a little  disappointing, 
but  the  proceedings  were  circulated,  together  with  copies  of  a report  on  the 
1967  Loughborough  Conference,  and  also  of  a scheme  from  Edinburgh  entitled 
“A  Comprehensive  Programme  of  Personal  Health’’.  This  is  an  attempt  to 
integrate  ideas  on  health,  safety  and  attitudes  to  life  into  the  school  curriculum. 
Interest  in  these  topics  has  also  been  shown  by  the  Training  Colleges,  who  have 
seen  sets  of  teaching  slides,  shown  in  the  lecture  room,  and  seen  available 
leaflets  and  posters. 

Children’s  Homes 

Another  attempt  to  spread  information  on  health  topics  has  been  a course 
of  lectures,  many  with  films,  given  at  a children’s  home.  On  several  occasions, 
other  children  have  come  from  other  homes.  Topics  have  included  road  safety, 
first  aid  and  mouth-to-mouth  respiration,  general  hygiene,  mental  health  and 
human  reproduction.  The  help  of  the  police  and  ambulance  officers  is  gratefully 
acknowledged. 
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MEDICAL  EXAMINATIONS 


Superannuation 

During  the  year,  the  Department  undertook  the  medical  examination 
of  345  persons  in  connection  with  their  entry  into  Corporation  service.  This 
figure  is  8 more  than  the  entry  for  1970. 

In  addition,  10  persons  were  examined  on  behalf  of  other  authorities. 

Medical  officers  also  examined  232  teachers  and  students  teachers  in 
accordance  with  a nationally  agreed  scheme.

After  consideration  of  reports  from  Health  Visitors  and  Public  Health 
Inspectors,  426  recommendations  for  varying  degrees  of  housing  priority  were 
made  to  the  Housing  Manager. 


RENAL  DIALYSIS 

During  1971  two  Renal  Dialysis  Units  were  installed  in  the  Borough 
making  a total  of  five  Units  now  installed  in  the  Borough. 


MENTAL  SUBNORMALITY  CLINIC 

As  will  be  seen  by  the  statistics,  the  attendances  at  this  clinic  increased 
towards  the  end  of  the  year. 

In  addition  to  patients  referred  to  the  specialist,  parents  of  patients  in 
Meanwood  Hospital,  or  of  those  awaiting  admission  or  discharge,  can  be  inter- 
viewed here.  This  saves  considerable  travelling,  and  is  helpful  to  both  hospital 
and  parents.

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HOME  VISITOR’S  REPORT 

During  the  year  2,059  visits  were  made  by  the  Home  Visitor  and  assistant 
Of  these  1,377  were  in  connection  with  infectious  disease,  compared  with 
1,218  and  856  respectively,  last  year. 

72  cases  of  infectious  disease  were  removed  to  hospital  compared  with 
84  the  previous  year. 

536  cases  of  infectious  disease  were  isolated  at  home  compared  with 

198  in  1970.

This  year  outbreaks  of  dysentery  occurred  in  four  nurseries,  accounting 
for  112  cases,  compared  with  none  in  the  previous  year:—

9 cases  of  dysentery  occurred  in  one  nursery.  These  were  isolated  and 
treated  in  the  nursery. 

Nursery  Schools 

One  case  of  Salmonella  loma  linda  was  discovered  in  a child  attending 
a nursery  school.  He  was  excluded  for  treatment  and  until  6 consecutive  negative 
stools  obtained.  A check  of  all  43  children  attending  was  carried  out  and  this 
revealed  6 suffering  from  dysentery  infection.  They  were  excluded  until  3 negative 
stools  obtained. 

School  Meals  Service  and  Other  Food  Handlers 

Specimens  of  faeces  continue  to  be  submitted  from  any  staff  suffering 
from  intestinal  disorders.  This  year  2 cases  of  dysentery  were  isolated  in  the 
School  Meals  Service.  The  patients  were  excluded  from  work  for  treatment  and 
until  3 consecutive  negative  stools  obtained. 

All  new  staff  have  a chest  x-ray  and  faeces  and  urine  specimens  examined 
before  taking  up  employment.  During  the  year  128  persons  were  tested. 

Scarlet  Fever 

27  cases  of  scarlet  fever  were  isolated  at  home  and  in  hospital  compared 
with  20  last  year.

The  7 cases  of  Salmonella  st.  paul  were  all  immigrants,  and  Salmonella 
st.  paul  was  isolated  from  chickens  and  chopping  blocks  at  the  shops  which 
supplied  the  four  families  concerned. 

One  case  of  Salmonella  typhimurium  (phage  type  1)  was  an  immigrant 
who  was  employed  as  a part  time  slaughterman  of  chickens  and  who  also 
worked  part  time  in  a food  shop  preparing  and  selling  chickens.  He  was  excluded 
from  work  for  treatment  and  until  6 consecutive  negative  stools  obtained. 
The  organism  was  also  isolated  from  the  chopping  block  and  giblets  at  these 
premises. 

Follow  up  action  eventually  eradicated  the  source  of  infection  in  all  cases. 

Routine  screening  of  new  immigrants  revealed  one  case  each  of  Salmonella 
anatum,  kentucky,  newport  and  tennessee. 

One  case  of  Salmonella  typhimurium  U.129  became  ill  whilst  returning 
from  a holiday  in  Spain. 

Enquiries  failed  to  reveal  the  source  of  infection  in  the  remaining  cases. 

Sewer  Swabbing 

This  has  resulted  in  the  discovery  of  2 carriers  of  Salmonella  typhi 
(untypable) . These  were  immigrant  men  who  had  resided  in  this  country  for 
a number  of  years.  It  is  indeed  fortunate  that  neither  had  been  employed  in 
the  food  trades  or  water  undertakings.  The  two  men  are  not  related  and  live 
in  different  areas  of  the  borough.  Faeces  specimens  are  continuing  to  be 
submitted  and  both  are  still  excreting  the  organism. 

Cholera 

The  Department  was  notified  of  a possible  case  of  cholera  on  Friday, 
17th  September,  1971.  On  investigation  it  was  found  that  the  person  concerned 
was  the  landlady  of  a public-house.  Arrangements  were  made  for  isolation  of 
this  person  in  her  own  home  until  confirmation  on  Saturday,  18th  September 
when  she  and  her  husband  were  transferred  to  Bradford  Isolation  Hospital. 
The  Department  had  extreme  difficulty  in  tracing  the  persons  who  had  visited 
the  public-house  since  the  time  of  the  case’s  return  from  Spain.  It  was  necessary 
to  publicise  the  situation  through  the  media  of  press,  radio  and  television. 
It  was  possible  to  contact  quickly  more  than  250  contacts,  some  of  whom  were 
several  hundred  miles  away  from  this  Authority.  Surveillance  of  all  known 
contacts  was  carried  out  and  no  secondary  cases  occurred. 
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Dirty  Premises  and  Persons 

4 visits  were  made  during  the  year  for  the  treatment  of  premises  and/or 
occupants. 

4 dirty  and/or  verminous  persons  were  given  a hot  bath  and  clothing 
disinfested  under  the  supervision  of  the  Home  Visitor. 

Scabies 

4 visits  were  made  during  the  year  for  the  treatment  of  persons  suffering 
from  scabies. 

Disinfections 

9 premises  were  disinfected  after  notification  of  infectious  disease  having 
occurred  in  the  premises. 


Immigrants/New  Arrivals 

Following  the  receipt  of  lists  of  new  arrivals  from  Port  Health  Authorities, 
all  immigrants  are  visited.  X-ray  or  heaf  tests  are  arranged  where  necessary 
and  specimens  of  faeces  and  urine  obtained  from  every  person. 

During  the  year  285  persons  were  notified  and  of  these  264  contacted.  21 
had  either  not  been  traced  or  had  moved  to  another  area  and  notifications  were 
sent  to  Medical  Officers  concerned. 


Lists  of  new  registrations  with  local  doctors  are  supplied  by  the 
Huddersfield  Executive  Council  and  the  checking  of  these  brings  to  light 
further  immigrants  who  have  not  been  notified  through  the  usual  channels, 
i.e.  those  who  arrive  here  after  having  first  stayed  a week  or  two  in  another 
town  and  those  who  have  been  back  to  their  country  of  origin  for  a long  holiday, 
etc.  This  has  resulted  in  a further  54  immigrants  or  re-entries  screened  during 
the  year. 

Language  presents  quite  a difficulty  with  Asian  immigrants.  Usually 
during  the  daytime  only  the  women  of  the  household  are  present  and  often 
cannot  understand  questions  being  asked  and  reply,  “you  please  call  back 
tonight  when  husband  is  at  home”.  More  often  than  not  3 visits  are  necessary 
to  complete  the  enquiry  and  obtain  the  information  and  tests  required.

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TUBERCULOSIS 

For  the  first  time  since  1967  we  are  able  to  report  that  Tuberculosis 
notifications  have  fallen  below  the  hundred  mark.  This  year’s  numbers  total 
95,  a reduction]  of  19  on  last  year’s  figure,  and  a gratifying  result  of  the 
programme  carried  out  over  the  last  few  years. 

Again,  we  find  that  seventy  per  cent  of  notifications  are  found  in  the 
immigrant  population,  indicating  that  careful  supervision  of  this  group  is 
necessary  at  all  levels. 

There  has  been  one  death  from  T.B.  meningitis,  and  five  schools  have 
been  screened  during  contact  follow-up. 

It  is  to  be  hoped  that  this  note  of  optimism  can  be  maintained  in  the 
coming  year.

Sewer  and  Drain  Swabbing 

During  the  year  swabbing  has  been  carried  out  in  various  parts  of  the 
Borough,  particular  attention  being  paid  to  4 areas,  in  3 as  the  result  of  Salmon- 
ella para-typhi  B being  found  and  in  one  as  the  result  of  a case  of  cholera. 

Regarding  one  area,  30  swabs  were  put  down  sewer  manholes  and  23 
down  inspection  chambers  to  the  house  drains.  This  resulted  in  Salmonella 
paratyphi  B being  obtained  9 times  from  one  particular  sewer  manhole,  on  one 
occasion  from  one  sewer  manhole  and  3 times  from  one  particular  inspection 
chamber.  Other  types  of  salmonellae  isolated  were  Salmonellae  typhi-murium 
and  agona,  once  each  and  Salmonella  anatum  20  times.  Altogether,  Salmonellae 
were  isolated  from  24  sewer  swabs  and  5 swabs  from  inspection  chambers.  As 
a result  of  this  investigation  a human  carrier  was  found. 

In  a second  area,  as  the  result  of  a human  carrier  being  notified,  an 
investigation  was  carried  out.  10  swabs  were  put  down  2 sewer  manholes  and 
30  down  inspection  chambers  to  drains.  From  the  swabs  put  down  the  sewer 
manholes,  salmonellae  were  isolated  from  4 swabs,  from  one  manhole  Salmonellae 
Saint  Paul  and  anatum  and  from  the  second  Salmonellae  para-typhi  B and 
typhi-murium.  Salmonellae  were  isolated  from  15  of  the  30  swabs  put  down 
inspection  chambers,  Salmonella  para-typhi  B was  isolated  from  one  chamber 
8 times,  from  a second  one  3 times  and  from  a third  and  fourth  chamber  once 
each.  In  addition  Salmonella  Saint  Paul  was  isolated  from  3 swabs.  This  investi- 
gation still  continues. 

In  a third  area,  also  as  the  result  of  a human  carrier  being  notified, 
3 swabs  were  put  down  sewer  manholes  and  13  down  the  same  inspection 
chamber.  Salmonella  para-typhi  B was  isolated  from  the  chamber  each  time 
and  once  each  from  2 of  the  sewer  manholes. 

In  the  fourth  area,  12  swabs  were  put  down  sewer  manholes  as  the  result 
of  a reported  case  of  cholera.  The  only  organisms  isolated  were  2 types  of  salmon- 
ellae, salmonellae  typhi-murium  and  muenchen. 

45  sewer  manholes  in  other  parts  of  the  Borough  were  swabbed  with 
the  result  that  6 different  types  of  salmonellae  were  found,  Salmonellae  Saint 
Paul,  anatum,  tennessee,  monte  video,  brandenburg  and  in  one  case  para-typhi 
B.  which  could  be  accounted  for  as  the  result  of  swabbing  carried  out  during 
last  year. 

Altogether,  100  swabs  were  taken  from  sewer  manholes  and  66  from 
inspection  chambers. 


PREMISES  AND  OCCUPATIONS  CONTROLLED  BY 
LOCAL  ACTS,  BYE-LAWS  AND  REGULATIONS. 

1.  Houses  Let-in-Lodgings. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  259  houses  on  the  register  of  houses 
let-in-lodgings  as  provided  for  by  Regulations  in  the  Huddersfield  Improvement 
Act,  1871,  10  less  than  at  31st  December,  1970.  During  the  year  14  were  removed 
from  the  Register  and  4 added;  the  1,399  rooms  provide  accommodation  for  a 
maximum  of  7,444  persons.  This  depends  upon  the  use  of  the  rooms,  the  standard 
for  sleeping  rooms  being  300  cubic  feet  and  for  combined  living  and  sleeping 
rooms  600  cubic  feet  per  person.  (The  term  “person”  includes  man,  woman 
and  child).  The  houses  removed  from  the  Register  include  those  which  have 
been  vacated  and  demolished  in  consequence  of  the  construction  of  the  inner 
ring  road,  through  action  under  the  Housing  Acts  or  by  site  clearance  for  the 
proposed  bus  station. 
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During  1968  certain  standards  were  fixed  under  sections  of  the  Housing 
Acts,  1961  and  1964.  3 Management  Orders  still  remain  in  force.  Work  has  been 
completed  on  two  of  the  houses  and  work  on  the  third  is  nearing  completion. 

Informal  notices  were  served  during  the  year,  drawing  attention  to  the 
requirements  of  the  1961  Act.  In  addition  to  the  above  notices  were  also  served 


under  the  Regulations  contained  in  the  local  Act.

2.  Common  Lodging  Houses 

There  is  one  common  lodging  house  in  the  Borough  providing  accommod- 
ation for  27  persons  in  4 rooms. 

inspections  were  made  during  the  year  and  conditions  were  generally 
found  to  be  satisfactory. 

In  addition  to  the  common  lodging  house,  other  premises  known  as  the 
"Central  Hostel’'  have  been  provided  by  the  Corporation,  and  are  under  the 
control  of  the  Estate  and  Property  Management  Department.  Accommodation 
provided  at  the  31st  December,  1971,  was  for  males.  Regular  inspection  is 
carried  out  by  the  Public  Health  Inspectors,  and  any  structural  defect  or 
unsatisfactory  condition  is  notified  to  the  Estate  and  Property  Management 
Department. 

3.  Offensive  Trades 

There  are  5 premises  in  the  Borough  where  offensive  trades  are  carried 
on.  276  inspections  have  been  made  during  the  year.  Complaints  still  continue 
to  be  received  of  smells  from  one  of  the  premises  and  a statutory  notice  is  in 
force  requiring  the  premises  to  be  kept  in  a clean  state,  requiring  the  proper 
use  and  maintenance  of  the  equipment  and  the  installation  of  further  equipment 
to  reduce  the  effects  of  the  nuisance. 

Fewer  complaints  have  been  received  than  in  previous  years  and  the 
duration  of  the  smells  appears  to  be  of  a short  period.  In  some  cases  it  was 
found  that  the  equipment  was  not  being  properly  used.  Further  work  is  in  hand 
to  fix  hoods  over  the  digesters  in  order  that  the  fumes  from  the  digesters  when 
being  loaded  and  unloaded  can  be  passed  through  water  sprays.  It  would 
appear  that  the  smells  are  likely  to  occur  during  this  operation. 

During  the  year  the  period  during  which  the  trade  was  permitted  expired 
and  the  period  was  extended  for  a further  12  months. 

4.  Hairdressers 

(a)  The  number  of  premises  registered  in  the  Borough  at  the  end  of  the  year 
was  219  an  increase  of  7 from  last  year.  The  number  of  registered  premises 
comprise  151  ladies’  hairdressers,  59  gentlemen’s  hairdressers  or  barbers  and 
9 both  ladies  and  gentlemen.  61  visits  were  made  to  these  premises  during 
the  year  and  conditions  were  found  generally  satisfactory. 

(b)  The  number  of  persons  registered  as  itinerant  hairdressers  is  10  (1  ladies’ 
hairdresser  and  9 gentlemens  hairdressers). 

5.  Massage  and  Special  Treatment 

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  23  establishments  on  the  Register, 
an  increase  of  3 during  the  year.  54  visits  were  paid  during  the  year  and  the 
conditions  generally  were  satisfactory. 
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6.  Noise  Nuisances 

During  the  year  26  complaints  were  received  of  alleged  nuisances  from 
noise  and  in  some  cases  vibration  associated  with  noise.  Each  complaint  was 
thoroughly  investigated,  most  of  the  investigations  being  carried  out  late  at 
night.  13  cases  concerned  noise  from  industrial  premises,  9 from  domestic 
premises,  two  from  chib  premises,  one  from  licensed  premises  and  one  from 
lorries  outside  an  all  night  cafe. 

Of  noise  from  industrial  premises  3 concerned  noise  from  building 
operations.  In  one  case  the  noise  was  caused  by  pneumatic  drills  and  compressors 
due  to  work  being  carried  out  inside  a building  and  in  a confined  space.  On 
being  approached  the  contractor  agreed  to  complete  the  work  as  quickly  as 
possible;  mufflers  were  being  used  on  the  drills.  In  2 cases,  concerning  another 
contractor,  equipment  was  left  running  whilst  not  in  use.  On  the  management 
being  approached,  this  practice  was  discontinued.  4 cases  concerned  noise  from 
work  being  carried  out  during  the  evening  and  at  night.  In  all  cases  the  working 
hours  were  curtailed  or  arrangements  made  to  carry  out  “noisy”  work  during 
normal  working  hours.  No  further  complaints  have  been  received.  Further 
cases  included  noise  from  extractor  fans  running  at  week-ends.  On  being 
apprised  of  the  nuisance  the  management  caused  the  fans  to  be  shut  off  at 
week-ends;  noise  caused  by  a machine  of  an  old  type  - the  use  of  the  machine 
was  discontinued ; noise  from  the  motors  of  deep  freeze  refrigerators  - absorbent 
material  was  fixed  about  the  motors,  circulation  pipes  were  isolated  from 
cabinets  by  rubber  pads  and  one  motor  was  sent  to  be  overhauled,  a temporary 
motor  being  fixed ; noise  from  the  flue  from  an  oil  fired  boiler  - this  was  abated 
on  removing  the  cowl  from  the  chimney;  noise  caused  by  steam  “blowing 
off”  — this  was  reduced  by  alterations  to  the  valve,  further  modifications  are 
to  be  made  if  approved  by  the  insurance  company  and  finally  noise  from  repairing 
and  testing  goods  vehicles  both  on  the  premises  and  in  the  street  - this  was 
reported  to  the  Town  Planning  Officer  who  was  to  serve  an  enforcement  notice 
to  reduce  the  amount  of  work  carried  out  in  excess  of  Town  Planning  permission. 

Of  the  9 complaints  concerning  domestic  premises,  it  was  considered  that 
one,  noise  from  children,  did  not  come  within  the  scope  of  the  Act.  3 cases 
concerned  noise  from  record  players,  in  2 cases  the  nuisance  was  abated  by  the 
persons  concerned  reducing  the  volume  of  sound.  In  the  third  case  the  house 
from  which  the  noise  originated  was  on  investigation  found  to  have  been 
vacated  owing  to  there  having  been  a fire.  A noise  from  water  hammer  in  pipes 
was  abated  by  the  fixing  of  a new  washer  to  the  valve  of  the  tap.  The  noise  from 
the  use  of  in  industrial  sewing  machine  used  by  an  outworker  was  investigated. 
It  was  found  the  machine  was  not  in  use  as  no  further  outwork  was  being  carried 
out.  Noise  caused  by  the  repairing  of  a car  in  the  street  ceased  when  the  repairs 
were  completed.  In  2 cases  an  alleged  noise  from  a neighbour’s  house  was  not 
established  on  investigation.  One  was  said  to  be  caused  by  the  manufacture  of 
ice  cream,  when  in  fact  the  premises  are  used  for  storage  purposes,  and  one  was 
of  general  noise. 

2 complaints  concerned  noise  from  “pop  groups”  playing  at  club  premises, 
the  club  being  the  same  one  in  each  case.  After  receiving  the  first  complaint 
the  management  was  approached  and  the  degree  of  amplification  was  reduced. 
On  investigating  the  second  complaint  it  was  considered  that  the  noise  was 
not  such  as  to  be  a nuisance. 

A nuisance  from  noise  from  a refrigerator  motor  on  licensed  premises 
was  reduced  to  an  acceptable  level  by  the  motor  being  overhauled  and  re-sited. 

Finally,  a complaint  was  received  of  noise  from  motor  lorries  starting 
up  after  being  parked  on  the  road  side  for  the  drivers  to  visit  an  all-night  cafe. 
It  was  considered  that  nothing  could  be  done  in  this  case.  The  cafe  has  since 
closed  at  night  and  no  further  complaints  have  been  received. 

7.  Tips 

Bye-laws  are  jointly  enforced  by  the  Borough  Engineer’s  Department 
and  the  Health  Department. 

There  are  60  sites  in  the  Borough  where  tipping  has  been  or  is  being 
carried  on;  of  this  number  tipping  has  been  discontinued  on  41  sites.  Some  of 
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these  sites  have  now  been  put  to  other  uses  and  others  allowed  to  become 
naturally  overgrown. 

69  inspections  have  been  made  either  by  Public  Health  Inspectors  or 
Rodent  Operatives.  Conditions  were  found  to  be  generally  satisfactory.  Where 
necessary,  tips  are  treated  for  rodent  infestation.

Accidents 

43  accidents  were  notified  during  the  year,  an  increase  of  7 compared 
with  the  number  notified  in  1970.  22  of  the  accidents  were  not  investigated  as 
from  the  details  given  on  the  forms  of  notification  it  was  not  considered 
necessary.  These  accidents  included  a person  dropping  a 71b.  piece  of  frozen 
beef  onto  her  toe,  a person  working  in  a stockroom,  who  when  her  attention 
was  distracted  turned  quickly,  striking  her  head  on  a shelf,  a person  having 
his  thumb  trapped  in  the  back  door  of  a van,  persons  cutting  themselves  whilst 
cutting  or  boning  meat  and  persons  just  slipping  and  falling. 

Falls  again  accounted  for  the  largest  single  cause  of  accidents,  5 falls 
occurred  on  the  same  level,  4 from  one  level  to  another,  2 from  ladders,  and 
4 on  or  from  fixed  stairs,  15  accidents  in  all.  Such  falls  included  persons  slipping 
on  the  wet  surface  of  floors. 
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2 accidents  were  caused  by  stepping  on  or  striking  against  an  object. 
In  one  case  a lady  caught  the  heel  of  her  shoe  under  the  metal  front  of  a step 
fell  and  caused  lacerations  to  her  hand.  In  the  second  case  a customer  pushing 
past  the  shop  assistant  caught  the  zip  of  her  bag  on  the  assistant's  leg  causing 
a laceration. 

6 accidents  were  caused  by  handling  goods,  such  accidents  included  one 
where  a person  whilst  placing  a tray  containing  chickens  on  a table  caught  his 
hand  on  a tray  already  on  the  table,  causing  cuts  and  bruising  to  his  hand. 
In  another  case  an  assistant  was  moving  a box  to  check  stock  delivery  and  in 
doing  so  strained  her  back. 

4 accidents  were  caused  by  a person  being  struck  by  a falling  object. 
In  one  case  a person  was  lifting  a carton  from  a stack  of  cartons,  the  carton 
slipped  from  his  hands  striking  him  on  the  head.  In  a second  case  an  assistant 
was  moving  a trolley  holding  car  batteries  when  one  battery  fell  from  the  trolley 
on  to  his  foot,  fracturing  a toe. 

4 accidents  were  caused  by  the  use  or  misuse  of  hand  tools,  in  each 
case  by  the  slipping  of  a knife  whilst  the  person  was  cutting  or  boning  out  meat. 

One  accident  under  the  classification  “from  a vehicle  in  motion  not 
moved  by  power’’  happened  when  a trolley  containing  sugar  rolled  over  the 
foot  of  a person  unloading  a lorry,  causing  injury  to  his  toe. 

9 accidents  were  classified  as  unspecified  and  included  such  accidents 
as  a lady  trapping  her  finger  in  a door,  causing  her  to  faint  and  in  falling  striking 
her  head  on  the  floor,  an  assistant  whilst  pushing  rubbish  further  into  a bin, 
cut  her  finger  and  an  assistant  straining  a muscle  through  leaning  over  a counter. 

2 accidents  were  caused  by  the  use  of  machinery.  The  first  occurred  when 
an  assistant  was  cleaning  a meat  slicing  machine,  her  hand  slipped  and  she 
cut  her  finger  on  the  blade.  The  other  accident  was  caused  by  a lady  slicing 
cucumber  on  a meat  slicing  machine.  The  accident  was  investigated  and  it  was 
found  that  it  was  the  practice  at  the  shop  to  slice  cucumber  on  a meat  slicing 
machine  by  manually  drawing  the  cucumber  across  the  blade  of  the  machine, 
in  doing  this  the  assistant  cut  her  finger.  The  company  were  informed  that  this 
practice  was  considered  to  constitute  a dangerous  practice  and  should  cease. 
Instructions  were  given  by  the  management  of  the  company  for  the  practice 
to  cease  forthwith. 

A further  accident  which  warranted  investigation  was  where  a man  fell 
through  the  fibre  ceiling  of  a cinema  into  the  auditorium  some  30  feet  below. 
It  appeared  that  the  man  whilst  attending  to  a fitting  above  the  auditorium, 
but  working  in  the  roof  space  was  standing  on  a piece  of  wood  which  slipped 
causing  him  to  over-balance  and  fall  through  the  ceiling,  receiving  severe 
injuries.  There  were  proper  “walks’’  inthe  roof  space,  but  it  was  suggested  to 
the  management  that  in  future  some  kind  of  safety  harness  which  could  be 
fixed  to  a roof  truss  be  used  by  persons  working  in  the  roof  space  which  would 
prevent  their  falling  if  by  any  chance  they  lost  their  balance  whilst  working. 

During  the  year  one  fatal  accident  was  reported.  This  was  where  a man 
fell  from  a loading  bay  on  the  third  floor  of  a warehouse.  The  man  was  last 
seen  leaning  against  the  gate  to  the  opening.  Shortly  afterwards  he  fell  to  the 
ground  some  30  to  35  feet  below,  receiving  very  serious  injuries  which  were 
fatal.  No  one  actually  saw  the  man  fall.  A second  man  also  received  injuries 
in  this  accident  by  being  struck  on  the  head  by  the  falling  gate  causing  lace- 
rations. 

An  inquest  was  held  where  it  was  stated  that  the  man  could  not  have 
fallen  if  the  safety  gate  had  been  properly  fixed,  so  that  it  would  appear  that 
the  safety  gate  had  not  been  properly  fixed  and  could  not  have  been  in  position 
when  the  man  fell.  The  verdict  was  one  of  misadventure.  The  accident  was 
investigated  and  it  was  found  that  if  fixed  correctly  the  gate  on  the  landing 
was  safe.

Smoke  Observations 

Observations  are  regularly  kept  on  chimneys  of  industrial  premises, 
the  results  of  which  show  little  change  in  the  general  pattern  over  recent  years. 

During  the  year  430  observations  were  made.  Dark  smoke  was  recorded 
on  18  occasions.  Only  in  5 of  these  was  it  of  sufficient  duration  to  constitute  an 
offence.  4 of  the  offences  observed  were  from  companies  which  had  no  previous 
record  of  unsatisfactory  performance  with  the  Department.  The  other  case  was 
a report  by  one  of  the  other  four.  In  each  case  the  firm  concerned  was  warned. 


Smoke  Nuisances 

On  two  occasions  during  the  year  smoke  which  could  not  be  dealt  with 
under  other  provisions  of  the  Clean  Air  Acts  was  considered  to  be  a nuisance 
to  the  inhabitants  of  the  neighbourhood.  Appropriate  notices  were  served  in  each 
case.  One  concerned  the  burning  of  cardboard  and  other  refuse  from  an  industrial 
concern  and  the  practice  ceased  forthwith.  The  other  concerned  the  burning 
of  textile  wastes  and  continued  after  assurances  had  been  given  to  the  contrary. 
Authority  was  obtained  to  proceed  in  the  Magistrates’  Court  for  a Nuisance 
Order  but  at  this  stage  alternative  disposal  arrangements  were  made  and  the 
matter  was  not  pursued.

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Smoke  Control  Areas 

The  table  “Smoke  Control  Areas”  shows  the  position  regarding  Smoke 
Control  Areas  in  the  Borough  at  the  end  of  the  year.  A further  smoke  control 
area  came  into  operation  during  the  year  adding  678  acres  and  2,904  premises. 
The  total  acreage  of  Smoke  Control  Areas  in  operation  at  the  end  of  *he  year 
was  5,847  involving  25,370  premises  of  which  21,169  were  domestic. 


A postal  survey  of  a further  area  in  the  Longroyd  Bridge,  Springwood, 
Greenhead,  Edgerton,  Birkby,  Fartown,  and  parts  of  the  Town  Centre  districts 
of  the  Borough  was  completed  and  the  Council  made  the  Huddersfield  (Gledholt- 
Birkby)  Smoke  Control  Order,  1971  in  June  declaring  the  area  surveyed  to  be 
a Smoke  Control  Area  to  come  into  operation  on  the  1st  July,  1972.  The  Order 
which  covers  a further  462  acres  and  contains  3,974  premises  of  which  2,795 
are  domestic  was  confirmed  by  the  Minister  in  September. 


Some  preliminary  work  had  been  carried  out  by  the  end  of  the  year  for  a 
survey  of  a further  area  in  the  Fartown,  Hillhouse,  Birkby,  Cowcliffe  and  Fixby 
districts  of  the  Borough. 

During  the  year  948  applications  for  grant  were  dealt  with  and  a total  of 
^37,242  was  paid  out  in  respect  of  1,240  dwellings.  15  applications  were  received 
requesting  the  Corporation  to  contribute  the  whole  of  the  cost  of  the  conversion 
on  the  grounds  of  financial  hardship.  11  of  these  requests  were  granted. 


77  Notices  were  served  under  the  provision  of  Section  12(2)  of  the  Act 
requiring  works  of  adaptation  to  be  carried  out  in  connection  with  the  coming 
into  operation  of  the  Smoke  Control  Order.  At  the  end  of  the  year  work  had 
been  carried  out  in  respect  of  65  of  the  notices. 


On  27  occasions  during  the  year  smoke  was  observed  coming  from  chim- 
neys of  premises  in  Smoke  Control  Areas.  Cautionary  letters  were  sent  in  10 
of  these  cases.  Towards  the  end  of  the  year  it  became  apparent  that  in  certain 
localities,  blatant  disregard  was  being  exercised  towards  the  provisions  of  the 
Orders.  Summonses  were  taken  out  against  17  individuals  in  relation  to  smoke 
offences  and  further  summonses  were  taken  out  against  a solid  fuel  merchant  for 
sale  of  coal  for  use  at  premises  in  a Smoke  Control  Area  and  his  customer  for 
its  acquisition.  All  17  were  found  guilty  and  fined  £ 5 each. 


GLEAN  AIR  ACT,  1968 


Dark  Smoke 

Dark  Smoke  other  than  from  chimneys  was  observed  from  trade  premises 
on  5 occasions  in  contravention  of  Section  1 of  the  Act.  4 of  these  related  to  the 
unsupervised  burning  of  materials  on  demolition  sites,  the  other  related  to 
burning  roofing  felt  at  a scrap  yard.  3 of  these  cases  concerned  the  same 
Demolition  Contracting  Company  and  a summons  was  taken  out  in  respect 
of  one  of  these.  The  Company  pleaded  not  guilty  to  an  offence  relying  on  the 
exemption  provided  by  the  Clean  Air  (Emission  of  Dark  Smoke)  (Exemption) 
Regulations,  1969.  The  court  imposed  a penalty  of  ^25.00. 

Approval  of  Grit  and  Dust  Arrestment  Plant 

No  application  was  received  during  the  year. 
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Height  of  Chimneys 

2 applications  for  the  approval  of  the  height  of  chimneys  were  received 
during  the  year.  One  of  these  related  to  a new  chimney  and  the  other  to  a 
proposal  to  lower  an  existing  chimney.  Both  applications  were  refused  after 
giving  the  applicants  an  opportunity  to  amend  their  application  on  the  grounds 
that  the  proposed  height  was  inadequate  to  secure  the  proper  dispersal  of  the 
products  of  combustion  and  that  the  ground  level  concentration  was  likely  to 
be  increased  to  a level  which  would  be  prejudicial  to  the  health  of,  or  a nuisance 
to  the  inhabitants  of  the  neighbourhood.  In  each  case  the  applicant  was  again 
advised  of  the  lowest  height  which  would  be  approved.  Subsequent  applications 
were  approved  in  each  case. 

Acquisition  and  Sale  of  unauthorised  fuel  in  Smoke  Control  Areas 

As  mentioned  earlier  proceedings  were  instituted  against  a solid  fuel 
merchant  and  his  customer  for  the  sale  and  acquisition  of  coal  for  use  in  an 
operative  Smoke  Control  area  contrary  to  Section  9 of  the  Clean  Air  Act,  1968. 
The  case  was  heard  in  the  Magistrates’  Court  on  1st  March,  1972,  when  both 
defendants  pleaded  guilty.  The  vendor  was  fined  ^10.00  and  the  householder 
given  an  absolute  discharge  having  been  previously  fined  ^5.00  for  emitting 
smoke  on  the  same  day. 

Other  Forms  of  Atmospheric  Pollution 

Co-operation  with  H.M.  Inspector  appointed  under  the  Alkali  etc. 
Works  Regulation  Act,  1906  still  continues.  A number  of  complaints  from 
chemical  works  under  his  control  were  referred  during  the  year  and  subsequently 
investigated  and  appropriate  remedial  and  preventive  steps  advised.  In  some 
cases  the  remedial  measures  are  involved  and  require  long  term  measures. 
On  two  occasions  the  emissions  were  due  to  plant  failure  and  the  firms  concerned 
were  approached  direct  to  save  time  and  the  Inspector  subsequently  notified. 

Experimental  work  has  continued  throughout  the  year  at  Leatherhead 
to  find  a practicable  solution  to  the  grounding  of  the  plume  from  the  power 
station  chimney  at  Dalton. 
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MEASUREMENT  OF  ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUTION 

There  are  seven  stations  in  the  Borough,  situated  at  the  Civic  Centre, 
Moldgreen  Public  Convenience,  Leeds  Road  Day  Nursery,  Outlane,  Milns- 
bridge  Day  Nursery,  South  Crosland  Voluntary  School,  and  Brook  House, 
Greenhead  Road.  8 port  automatic  valve  apparatuses  are  now  in  operation 
at  all  the  stations,  consequently  instead  of  daily  readings  being  taken  the 
stations  are  only  visited  once  a week.  In  the  apparatus  installed  at  these  stations 
air  is  drawn  from  the  outside  through  P.V.C.  tubing  by  means  of  an  electric 
pump,  the  volume  being  measured  by  a gas  meter.  This  measured  quantity  of 
air  passes  through  a filter  paper  and  from  the  intensity  of  the  satin  resulting 
from  solid  impurities  in  the  air  the  concentration  of  smoke  is  calculated.  This 
is  expressed  as  a daily  mean  concentration  in  microgrammes  per  cubic  metre. 
The  evaluation  of  the  smoke  stains  is  carried  out  using  a reflectometer. 

The  air  is  then  passed  through  a chemical  solution  from  which  by  titration, 
the  sulphur  dioxide  is  calculated.  This  is  also  expressed  in  microgrammes  per 
cubic  metre.

Of  the  120  cases  dealt  with  25  were  of  bugs  and  95  of  fleas. 

Further  to  the  above  13  visits  were  paid  to  8 premises  to  spray  for  fleas. 

In  addition  to  the  above  during  the  year  161  wasps  nests  were  destroyed 
and  spraying  was  carried  out  on  21  occasions  for  cockroaches,  9 for  silver  fish, 
14  for  flies,  6 for  red  mites,  3 for  ants  and  on  one  occasion  each  for  earwigs  and 
moths. 


2 houses  were  "rough  cleaned",  where  the  occasion  warranted,  prior 
to  cleaning  either  by  home  helps  or  relatives  of  those  occupying  the  houses. 
In  addition  surplus  old  furniture  and  soiled  bedding  were  removed  for  destruc- 
tion. This  work  was  undertaken  where  the  occupants  were  either  elderly  or 
not  capable  of  cleaning  the  house  themselves. 

To  keep  a check  on  the  condition  of  second  hand  furniture  as  regards 
verminous  infestation,  inspections  are  made  by  the  Public  Health  Inspectors 
of  second-hand  furniture  and  clothing  dealers’  premises.  During  the  year 
inspections  were  made  and  in  no  case  was  any  vermin  found.

At  the  end  of  the  year  the  number  of  registered  premises  was  6,  an 
increase  of  one  during  the  year.  6 visits  were  paid  to  these  premises  during  the 
year  and  conditions  were  found  to  be  satisfactory.  There  are  no  premises  in  the 
Borough  where  rag  flock  is  manufactured. 

8 samples  were  taken  and  submitted  to  the  prescribed  tests,  all  were 
found  to  satisfy  the  tests. 
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RATS  AND  MICE  DESTRUCTION 

Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act,  1949. 

Two  full-time  operatives  are  engaged  on  dealing  with  surface  infest- 
ations. All  work  is  carried  out  in  accordance  with  recommendations  laid  down 
by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food.  The  substances  used  for 
treatments  are  Warfarin,  Raticate  and  Di-thoxin  for  rats  and  Alphakil,  Warfarin 
and  D.D.T.  and  Warfarin  tracking  dusts  for  mice.  In  addition  zinc  Phosphide 
is  used  where  the  pre-baiting  method  is  employed. 

During  the  year  1,071  complaints  of  infestation  were  made  to  the  Depart- 
ment. Of  these  complaints  345  were  in  relation  to  rats.  Most  of  the  infestations 
were  of  a minor  nature. 

Wherever  drains  are  suspected  to  be  a source  of  rat  infestations  they 
are  smoke  tested  under  the  provisions  of  Section  48  of  the  Public  Health  Act, 
1936.  During  the  year  19  drains  were  tested  of  which  3 were  found  defective 
and  a likely  source  of  infestation. 

Maintenance  of  treatments  of  the  sewers  is  carried  out  by  the  Borough 
Engineer’s  Department  under  contract.

Free  washing  facilities  are  provided  at  all  Conveniences  where  space 
permits. 

At  the  Market  Place  Convenience  (“Ladies”  and  “Gentlemen”)  an 
attendant  is  on  duty  at  each  place  throughout  the  time  the  conveniences  are 
open.  Washing  facilities  with  hot  water  are  provided  at  a charge,  and  there  are 
also  free  washing  facilities.  Washing  facilities  with  hot  water  are  also  provided 
free  at  three  other  ladies’  conveniences  and  two  gentlemen’s  conveniences. 

Four  men  with  two  vans  are  employed  on  cleaning  the  conveniences.  One 
lady  cleaner  is  employed  part-time  only. 

During  the  year  the  construction  of  a new  convenience  for  ladies  and 
gentlemen  was  completed.  This  replaces  a convenience  for  gentlemen,  off 
Westbourne  Road,  Marsh,  which  consisted  of  a urinal  only.  In  addition  a new 
convenience  for  ladies  and  gentlemen  at  Meltham  Road,  Netherton  was  nearing 
completion.  This  is  to  replace  the  urinal  and  W.C.  at  Netherton  Market  Place. 

One  convenience  for  gentlemen  has  been  demolished  during  the  year 
for  road  widening  purposes.  Sites  have  been  selected  for  the  replacement  of  this 
convenience  and  also  for  a convenience  at  Bradley  demolished  the  previous 
year.  Either  by  reason  of  re-development  or  of  road  works  or  proposed  road 
works,  it  is  increasingly  difficult  to  find  sites  for  new  conveniences. 

Vandalism  still  continues  both  to  the  fittings  and  fabric  of  the  convenie- 
nces. One  aspect  very  much  to  the  fore  during  the  year  has  been  the  defacing 
of  walls,  this  applying  particularly  to  the  more  recently  constructed  convenien- 
ces. 


As  an  experiment  during  the  year  one  gentlemen’s  convenience  was 
fitted  out  with  a new  soap  dispenser,  a paper  towel  dispenser,  a litter  basket, 
toilet  roll  fittings  and  bolts  to  the  W.C.  doors.  It  was  so  arranged  that  all  the 
work  was  carried  out  so  that  the  convenience  was  fully  equipped  on  a Monday 
morning.  By  the  Thursday  morning  following,  the  soap  dispenser  had  been  set 
on  fire,  the  towel  dispenser  broken,  the  litter  basket  knocked  out  of  shape,  the 
toilet  roll  fittings  broken  and  the  bolts  removed  from  the  W.C.  doors. 

Fairs  Sanitary  Accommodation 

On  two  occasions  during  the  year  a Fair  was  held  at  Red  Doles  Lane,  Leeds 
Road.  Tub  closets  were  provided  by  the  Markets  and  Fairs  Department.  On 
each  occasion  the  conveniences  were  inspected  by  Public  Health  Inspectors 
during  the  time  the  Fair  was  open  and  were  found  to  be  satisfactory.

THE  NIGHTDRESSES  (SAFETY)  REGULATIONS,  1967 

6 nightdresses  were  purchased  during  the  year  and  submitted  for  exam- 
ination and  testing.  3 nightdresses  were  reported  upon  as  being  unsatisfactory. 

A child’s  nightdress  did  not  comply  with  the  Regulations  owing  to  the 
use  of  certain  threads  below  the  waist  on  the  side  seam  and  also  on  the  cuffs, 
which  would  not  melt  with  the  application  of  heat.  This  is  not  permitted  in 
conjunction  with  a nylon  fabric.  The  thread  in  question  was  composed  of  cotton 
or  polyester  fibre. 

The  manufacturers  were  notified.  They  stated  that  some  of  their  work 
was  carried  out  by  out-workers  and  one  of  them  must  have  used  an  ordinary 
cotton  thread.  The  garment  had  been  made  and  supplied  to  the  shop  in  1967 
and  it  was  not  possible  to  check  back  to  ascertain  the  mistake.  Assurance  was 
given  that  since  the  Regulations  came  into  operation  all  their  garments  had 
been  made  in  accordance  with  the  Regulations.  As  it  was  only  the  thread  which 
did  not  comply  it  was  thought  that  in  this  case  a warning  was  sufficient. 

An  adult  nightdress,  on  examination,  failed  to  comply  with  the  Regulat- 
ions in  that  the  garment  exceeded  46  inches  in  length  and  because  of  this  should 
have  borne  a durable  label  marked,  “Warning  Keep  away  from  Fire”  or 
alternatively  it  should  have  complied  with  the  Regulations  which  it  did  not. 
Requirements  of  the  Regulations  were  not  complied  with  in  that  the  thread 
used  on  the  side  seams  would  not  melt  with  the  application  of  heat  in  con- 
junction with  the  nylon  fabric.  The  thread  in  question  consisted  of  cotton. 

A second  adult  nightdress,  also  failed  to  comply  fully  with  the  Regulations 
owing  to  the  use  of  a sewing  thread  consisting  of  a blend  of  cotton  and  polyester 
fibre.  This  would  not  melt  with  the  application  of  heat  in  conjunction  with 
the  nylon  fabric. 

In  each  case,  the  vendors,  who  were  the  same,  were  warned  that  the 
nightdresses  did  not  comply  with  the  Regulations.  Instructions  were  given  by 
the  company  concerned  for  the  garments  to  be  withdrawn  from  sale. 
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TRADE  DESCRIPTIONS  ACT,  1%8 

The  provisions  of  the  Act  dealt  with  by  this  Department  are  those 
concerning  food,  textiles  and  animals.  During  the  year  14  complaints  were 
received,  all  those  complaints  considered  to  come  within  the  provisions  of  the 
Act  were  dealt  with  informally. 

A lady  complained  that  the  seams  of  a dress  had  split.  The  complainant 
had  already  returned  the  dress  to  the  shop  before  complaining  to  the  Department 
and  had  received  a discount.  No  action  was  taken. 

A complaint  was  received  from  a gentleman  that  a horse  purchased  by 
him  and  described  as  sound  and  suitable  for  working  and  riding  died  four 
days  after  being  purchased.  Before  any  action  could  be  taken  the  vendor  had 
returned  the  purchase  price.  The  vendor,  however,  was  seen  and  warned  against 
further  offences. 

A lady  complained  that  a jumper  newly  purchased  was  stained  and 
contained  a small  hole.  As  there  was  some  doubt  as  to  the  authenticity  of  the 
complaint,  no  action  was  taken. 

A complaint  from  a lady  that  trews  purchased  as  perfect  were  found 
to  be  of  inferior  workmanship,  the  seams  split  and  the  zip  fastener  broken. 
Legal  advice  was  sought,  the  advice  was  that  no  action  could  be  taken. 

A complaint  was  made  that  a shirt  was  of  inferior  workmanship  and  that 
there  were  small  holes  in  the  sleeves.  On  investigation  it  was  found  there  were 
several  shirts  in  a similar  condition  in  the  shop.  These  were  returned  to  the 
manufacturer. 

A lady  complained  that  colour  from  a multi-coloured  dress  ran  into  the 
white  collar  on  being  washed.  Legal  advice  was  sought,  the  advice  was  that  no 
action  could  be  taken. 

A complaint  was  received  of  the  bad  workmanship  of  a leather  coat. 
The  garment  had  been  replaced.  As  no  relevant  description  had  been  given, 
no  action  was  taken. 

A lady  complained  that  a dog  which  she  had  purchased  was  eligible  for 
registration  with  the  Kennel  Club,  but  that  on  application,  registration  had 
been  refused.  On  communication  with  the  Kennel  Club,  the  pedigree  of  the  dog 
was  checked  and  it  was  found  that  the  application  form  had  not  been  completed 
correctly.  A further  application  from  the  purchaser  was  favourably  received. 

A gentleman  complained  that  a suit  purchased  some  months  ago  had 
not  kept  its  shape  and  had  begun  to  “shine”  after  being  worn  infrequently. 
After  a thorough  investigation  he  was  advised  that  no  action  could  be  taken. 

A lady  complained  that  colours  in  a dress  ran  on  being  soaked  in  cold 
water  prior  to  washing.  As  no  description  had  been  applied  to  the  garment  as 
to  colour  fastness,  no  action  was  taken. 

A complaint  was  made  that  a skirt  tore  after  only  being  worn  once. 
It  was  considered  that  no  action  could  be  taken. 

A gentleman  complained  that  cloth  labelled  “pure  new  wool”  contained 
some  man  made  fibres.  As  the  cloth  was  manufactured  in  the  area  of  the  West 
Riding  County  Council  the  complaint  was  passed  to  that  Council’s  Weights 
and  Measures  and  Consumer  Protection  Department.  Their  investigation 
found  that  in  fact  the  cloth  did  contain  man  made  fibres,  but  that  under  certain 
Regulations  it  is  permitted  that  cloth  so  labelled  can  contain  a certain  percentage 
of  man  made  fibres.  The  percentage  in  this  case  was  under  the  prescribed  limits. 

A complaint  made  was  that  the  contents  of  a tin  of  shrimps  were  found 
to  be  in  the  form  of  a pulp  whereas  the  pictorial  device  on  the  label  showed 
whole  shrimps.  The  company  concerned  were  informed  of  the  complaint.  The 
condition  was  said  to  be  an  isolated  incident  due  to  overheating.  The  matter 
was  referred  to  the  importers  who  were  warned  against  a further  offence. 

Finally  a complaint  was  received  that  a skirt  when  washed  was  found 
to  have  shrunk.  On  investigation  the  complaint  was  found  not  to  be  justified.

On  investigation  of  the  several  complaints  it  was  found  that  in  most 
cases  no  verbal  or  labelled  descriptions  of  the  goods  had  been  given.  Most  of 
the  complaints  were  made  because  of  dissatisfaction  with  the  article  purchased 
and  the  seeking  of  reimbursement  from  the  vendor.  This,  however,  does  not 
come  within  the  scope  of  the  Act.

Milk  Supplied  to  Schools 

Schools  in  the  Borough  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Education  Depart- 
ment which  are  supplied  with  milk,  are  supplied  with  pasteurised  milk. 

Samples  of  all  milk  in  the  Borough,  including  milk  supplied  to  schools, 
are  obtained  regularly  by  the  Health  Department  for  examination  and  prescribed 
tests. 


Milk  Bottles 

2 complaints  were  received  during  the  year  of  milk  bottles  being  in  a 
dirty  condition.  In  one  case  the  milk  had  been  bottled  at  dairy  premises  situated 
in  the  Borough.  It  was  not  considered  necessary  to  institute  proceedings  in  this 
case  but  the  processers  were  warned  against  further  complaints.  In  the  second 
case  the  milk  had  been  bottled  at  dairy  premises  situated  out  of  the  Borough. 
In  this  case  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  of  the  district  in  which  the  dairy 
is  situated  was  notified  of  the  complaint. 
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BACTERIOLOGICAL  EXAMINATION  OF  MILK 

Brucella  Abortus 

During  the  year  210  samples  of  milk  have  been  examined  and  23  were 
found  to  contain  brucella  abortus,  13  samples  were  from  herds  in  the  Borough 
and  12  from  herds  outside  the  Borough.  A notice  under  Regulation  20  of  the 
Milk  and  Dairies  (General)  Regulations,  1959  was  served  in  each  case  restricting 
the  sale  of  milk  from  9 herds  in  the  Borough  and  from  1 1 herds  out  of  the 
Borough.  6 of  the  samples  in  the  Borough  were  from  2 herds,  in  each  of  these 
cases  further  infected  cows  were  found  as  the  result  of  further  samples  having 
been  taken.  Later  the  notices  were  amended  to  refer  to  the  milk  from  specific 
cows  in  the  herd. 

So  far  as  the  Borough  cases  are  concerned  there  were  4 notices  still  in 
force  at  the  end  of  the  year  requiring  the  milk  from  13  cows  to  be  heat  treated 
before  being  sold  to  the  public. 

Further  to  the  above,  2 notices  were  still  in  force  from  previous  years 
in  respect  of  2 cows. 

One  positive  sample  involving  a herd  in  the  Borough  was  reported  from 
a neighbouring  Authority.  On  obtaining  individual  samples  from  the  cows 
5 were  found  to  be  excreting  brucella  abortus.  A notice  was  served  under  the 
Regulations  requiring  the  milk  from  the  infected  cows  to  be  heat  treated  before 
being  sold  to  the  public.  This  notice  is  still  operative. 

In  addition,  at  the  request  of  the  producer,  a sample  of  milk  was  taken 
from  one  cow  in  his  herd.  This,  on  examination  was  found  to  contain  brucella 
abortus  and  the  requisite  notice  was  served.  This  notice  still  remains  operative. 

In  respect  of  milk  produced  out  of  the  Borough  7 notices  were  still  in 
force  at  the  end  of  the  year,  of  these,  4 were  outstanding  from  previous  years. 
In  all  cases  the  Divisional  Medical  Officer  of  Health  of  the  district  in  which 
the  farm  is  situated  was  informed. 

During  the  year  2 cases  of  brucellosis  in  humans  were  brought  to  the 
notice  of  the  Department,  the  milk  supplies  involved  were  from  herds  in  the 
Borough.  On  taking  individual  samples  it  was  found  that  5 cows  in  one  herd 
and  7 cows  in  the  second  were  excreting  brucella  abortus.  A notice  was  served 
on  each  producer  requiring  the  milk  from  the  affected  cows  to  be  heat  treated. 
These  notices  have  been  withdrawn. 

In  tracing  infection  of  milk  529  samples  from  individual  cows  were  taken 
of  which  69  were  found  to  be  positive. 

During  the  year  28  notices  served  prior  to  1971  and  during  1971  have 
been  withdrawn,  17  from  affected  herds  in  the  Borough  and  11  from  herds 
outside  the  Borough. 

Legal  Proceedings 

As  a result  of  re-sampling  the  milk  from  a herd  in  respect  of  which  a 
notice  requiring  heat  treatment  was  in  force,  it  was  found  that  the  notice 
was  not  being  complied  with,  in  that  milk  was  still  being  sold  to  the  public 
untreated. 

Proceedings  were  taken  under  the  Milk  and  Dairies  (General)  Regulations, 
1959.  The  defendant  pleaded  guilty  and  was  fined  ^25.00. 

Examination  for  Sal  Typhimurium 

Following  a case  of  sal-typhimurium  in  a human,  8 samples  of  milk  were 
taken  from  the  herd  from  which  the  milk  was  supplied.  On  examination  all 
the  samples  were  found  to  be  negative. 

Antibiotics  in  Milk 

During  the  year  209  samples  have  been  examined  for  the  presence  of 
antibiotics,  3 samples  were  found  to  contain  antibiotics.  2 from  producers  in 
the  Borough  and  one  from  a producer  outside  the  Borough.  Respecting  the 
unsatisfactory  samples  in  the  Borough  the  producers  were  seen  and  warned  as 
to  the  seriousness  of  selling  milk  containing  antibiotics  and  to  ensure  that  the 
instructions  given  for  treating  with  antibiotics  are  strictly  adhered  to.  Further 
samples  proved  satisfactory. 

Regarding  the  one  unsatisfactory  sample  from  an  out  of  the  Borough 
producer,  the  Divisional  Medical  Officer  of  Health  of  the  district  in  which  the 
producer’s  premises  are  situated  and  the  County  Milk  Regulations  Officer  were 
notified. 


BACTERIOLOGICAL  EXAMINATION  OF  MILK 
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In  addition  8 samples  of  pasteurised  milk  were  obtained.  Of  these  4 were  produced  in  the  Borough  and  4 out  of  the 
Borough  (3  school  milk).  These  were  examined  by  the  Phosphatase  test  only.  All  were  satisfactory. 
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BACTERIOLOGICAL  EXAMINATION  OF  FOOD 

During  the  year  69  samples  of  food  were  submitted  for  bacteriological 
examination.  None  was  found  to  contain  pathogenic  organisms.  6 samples  were 
of  cream  confectionery,  one  of  cultured  buttermilk,  4 of  meat  products,  31  of 
cream,  all  pasteurised,  17  of  the  contents  of  meals  or  from  equipment  used  in 
the  preparation  of  meals,  supplied  at  two  restaurants  where  the  persons  after 
partaking  of  the  meals  complained  of  being  ill,  two  articles  containing  water, 
which  after  freezing  are  put  into  drinks  instead  of  ice  and  8 samples  of  milk 
for  salmonallae. 

Of  the  31  samples  of  cream  examined  16  decolourised  methylene  blue 
within  2 hours  and  as  such  were  considered  to  be  unsatisfactory.  All  the  samples 
satisfied  the  phosphatase  test.  In  each  case  the  cream  had  been  produced  out 
of  the  Borough,  the  producers  of  the  cream  were  notified  of  the  results  and 
also  the  Local  Authority  of  the  district  in  which  the  cream  had  been  produced. 

Of  the  samples  taken  as  the  result  of  illness  suspected  of  being  caused 
by  taking  meals  at  restaurants,  these  included  samples  of  rice,  of  remains  of 
the  meal,  pork,  milk,  fruit  salad,  soup,  chicken,  liquid  eggs  and  swabs  from 
utensils  and  chopping  blocks. 

In  addition  to  the  above,  as  the  result  of  human  cases  of  salmonella 
infection  93  swabs  were  taken  from  various  premises  in  the  Borough,  these  were 
from  knives,  chopping  blocks,  chicken  carcases  and  offals.  In  86  cases  no 
pathogenic  organisms  were  isolated,  in  3 cases  Salmonella  St.  Paul  was  isolated 
and  in  4 cases  Salmonella  typhi-murium. 

61  swabs  were  also  taken  from  the  chopping  blocks  in  shops  where 
chickens  are  sold.  Of  the  61  swabs,  pathogenic  organisms  were  isolated  in  only 
2 cases,  Salmonella  St.  Paul.  In  all  cases  where  salmonellae  had  been  isolated 
advice  was  given  as  to  hygiene  and  hygienic  practices  in  the  shop.

56  samples  had 
been  produced  out  of  the  Borough  of  which  54  (96.43%)  were  satisfactory, 
Grades  1 and  2,  and  2 (3.57%)  were  unsatisfactory,  Grade  3.  In  each  case  the 
ice  cream  on  re-sampling  was  found  to  be  satisfactory.

HAWKERS  OF  FOOD  AND  THEIR  PREMISES 

Section  45  of  the  Huddersfield  Corporation  Act,  1949  requires  the 
registration  of  hawkers  of  food  and  their  premises.  At  the  end  of  the  year  the 
number  of  persons  and  premises  registered  was  33  an  increase  of  4 during  the 
year.  During  the  year  26  visits  were  paid  to  the  premises.  The  conditions  were 
generally  satisfactory. 

In  addition  to  the  above  there  were  24  registered  hawkers  of  food  coming 
into  the  Borough  from  premises  outside  the  Borough,  an  increase  of  6 during 
the  year.  In  these  cases  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  of  the  district  in 
which  the  premises  of  the  hawkers  are  situated  is  asked  for  his  opinion  as  to  the 
suitability  of  the  premises. 
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PUBLIC  ABATTOIR-MEAT  INSPECTION 

All  slaughtering  is  carried  out  at  the  Public  Abattoir  with  the  exception 
of  one  private  slaughterhouse  used  for  the  slaughter  of  horses  for  human 
consumption. 

The  carcases  and  organs  of  all  animals  slaughtered  are  inspected  at  the 
time  of  slaughter  by  Public  Health  Inspectors  who  are  certified  Meat  and  Food 
Inspectors.  All  carcases  passed  fit  for  human  consumption  are  marked  with  a 
stamp  identifying  the  Inspector  by  whom  the  inspection  was  carried  out.

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EXTRANEOUS  MATTER  IN  FOOD 


90  complaints  were  received  of  food  during  the  year,  25  less  than  last 
year.  This  is  the  first  time  for  some  years  that  there  has  been  a smaller  number 
of  complaints  than  during  the  previous  year. 

24  complaints  were  of  foreign  matter  in  food,  these  included  pieces  of 
polythene  wrapping,  hide  and  skin  in  a tin  of  stewed  steak,  a piece  of  metal, 
a piece  of  wood,  a feather  in  a jar  of  jam,  vegetable  debris  and  mouldy  milk 
residues  in  milk  and  a nail  in  fish.  24  complaints  were  of  food  in  a mouldy 
condition.  These  complaints  mainly  concerned  bread,  cheese  and  in  some  cases 
tinned  food.  9 complaints  were  of  food  containing  insects  or  larvae  either  dead 
or  alive  such  as  wasps,  flies,  beetles  and  larvae  of  moths.  6 were  of  complaints 
of  the  food  being  sour  or  discoloured.  One  complaint  was  of  a mixture  of  margar- 
ine and  butter  being  used  as  a spread  on  bread  when  butter  was  asked  for.  One 
unusual  complaint  was  that  some  lettuce  fed  to  fish  was  alleged  to  have  killed 
the  fish.  On  examination,  it  was  found  that  there  was  some  pesticide  on  the 
lettuce,  but  it  could  not  be  established  that  the  lettuce  had  been  harmful  to 
the  fish. 


In  25  instances  complaints  were  made  as  to  the  taste  or  smell  of  the  food 
or  that  the  food  contained  some  foreign  substance,  the  food  when  examined 
was  found  to  be  satisfactory.  Such  complaints  included  glass  in  a chocolate 
bar  which  on  examination  was  found  to  be  crystals  of  glucose,  a jam  tart  stained 
with  fruit  juice  which  appeared  to  be  mould,  and  fresh  salmon  said  to  have 
metallic  taste.  Many  of  these  complaints,  although  the  food  was  found  to  be 
satisfactory,  were  justifiable. 

Most  of  the  complaints  have  to  be  investigated.  Where  it  was  thought 
necessary  and  where  legal  proceedings  were  not  taken,  a caution  was  given.

REPORT  ON  SAMPLES  SUBMITTED. 

Raymond  Mallinder,  Esq.,  b.sc.,  f.r.i.c. 

Public  Analyst 

During  the  year  400  samples  were  submitted  under  the  Food  and  Drugs 
Act,  1955,  as  follows: — 

Milk 99 

“ Appeal  to  Cow  ” . . . . . , . . 12 

Milk,  Channel  Islands  . . . . . . . . 3 

Other  Foods  and  Drugs  . . . . . . . . 286 

Thirty  samples  were  adulterated  or  irregular,  i.e.  7-5  per  cent  of  the 
samples  examined. 

Milk  Six  samples  were  deficient  in  fat,  the  worst  being  20-6  per  cent 
below  the  required  standard;  one  sample  was  adulterated  by  0-8  per  cent  of 
extraneous  water. 

Meat  Products  Tinned  Stewed  Steak  in  Gravy  is  required  to  contain 
at  least  75  per  cent  of  meat.  Two  samples  each  contained  only  72  per  cent  of 
meat. 

The  Fish  and  Meat  Spreadable  Products  Regulations,  1968,  require  Potted 
Meat  to  contain  95  per  cent,  and  Beef  Spread  to  contain  70  per  cent  meat. 
During  the  year,  one  sample  of  Potted  Meat  and  six  samples  of  Beef  Spread  were 
found  to  be  deficient  in  meat. 

Soft  Drinks  Shandy  as  freshly  mixed  on  licensed  premises  usually 
contains  3 or  4 per  cent  of  proof  spirit,  depending  on  the  proportions  of  beer  and 
lemonade  (or  other  soft  drink)  used.  Tinned  or  bottled  shandy  on  general  sale 
must  not  contain  above  2 per  cent  proof  spirit.  Until  the  Labelling  of  Food 
Regulations,  1970,  come  into  force  on  January  1st  1973,  there  is  no  legal  standard 
below  which  the  alcohol  content  of  shandy  may  not  fall.  Obviously  there  must 
be  some  level  below  which  we  complain,  and  the  majority  of  Public  Analysts 
expect  at  least  1-5  per  cent  of  proof  spirit,  and  there  have  been  successful 
prosecutions  for  inferior  products.  Even  so,  it  appears  that  some  manufacturers 
are  taking  advantage  of  the  absence  of  a firm  legal  minimum,  because  we  have 
received  three  Shandies  with  only  0-85  per  cent  proof  spirit,  and  another  with 
1-47  per  cent.  A sample  of  Limeade  and  Lager  contained  only  1-45  per  cent 
proof  spirit. 

Irregular  Labels  The  labels  provided  with  samples  are  all  scrutinised 
for  compliance  with  the  Labelling  of  Food  Order,  1953.  Only  one  label  was  at 
fault  - Roasted  Sweet  Red  Peppers:  No  list  of  ingredients  was  supplied. 

Sausages  All  the  samples  of  Sausages  contained  the  correct  proportion 
of  meat,  but  four  sausages  and  one  polony  were  irregular  in  that  there  was  no 
declaration  of  the  fact  that  they  contained  preservative. 

Tinned  Fruit  Two  tins  of  Raspberries  in  Syrup  were  condemned  be- 
cause of  internal  corrosion : there  were  excessive  amounts  of  iron  in  both  samples, 
and  in  one  of  them  there  was  also  too  much  tin. 

Colouring  in  Food  All  appropriate  samples  were  tested  for  colouring 
matter:  only  one  was  found  to  contain  a colouring  prohibited  by  the  Regulations. 
Actually  this  was  not  a flagrant  disregard  of  the  Law,  since  this  particular  dye 
was  on  the  permitted  list  until  December  31st,  1970. 

The  average  results  for  the  104  genuine  samples  of  Ordinary  Milk, 
U.H.T.,  Sterilised,  Homogenised  and  “Appeal  to  Cow’’  samples  were: — 

Fat  3-75  per  cent 

Non  Fatty  Solids  8-68  per  cent 

The  average  results  of  the  3 Channel  Islands  Milk  were: — 

Fat  4-95  per  cent 

Non  Fatty  Solids  9-04  per  cent 
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Extra  samples  submitted  following  complaints  by  members  of  the 

Public 

Forty  six  samples  were  included  in  this  category.  In  some  instances 
they  were  not  supported  by  scientific  investigation,  but  the  majority  of 
complaints  were  confirmed,  and  the  worst  cases  resulted  in  prosecution. 

Insecticides  on  Lettuce?  A lettuce  had  been  fed  to  fish  and  some 
of  them  died.  There  was  a white  deposit  on  several  leaves,  thought  to  be  an 
insecticide.  The  affected  leaves  were  submitted  to  the  City  Analyst  of  Leeds 
for  special  tests,  and  the  deposit  was  shown  to  be  a mildew  preventive  and  not 
an  insecticide. 

Is  this  meat  fresh?  The  purchaser  of  a portion  of  veal  complained 
that  it  was  going  bad.  Our  tests  confirmed  that  it  was  unfit  for  human  con- 
sumption. 

Is  this  commodity  genuine,  or  up  to  standard?  Some  mushrooms, 
forming  part  of  a meal  were  under  suspicion.  We  proved  that  they  were  genuine. 

So  were  fourteen  other  samples  including  Milk,  Fish,  Fish  Cakes,  Fish  Fingers, 
Cooked  Meat,  Meat  Pie,  Cornish  Pasties,  Baby  Food,  Stout  and  Jam  Pasty 
brought  in  by  other  dissatisfied  purchasers. 

There  were  suspicious  glassy  crystals  in  Kipper  Fillets;  but  these  proved 
to  be  simply  crystals  of  phosphate  naturally  present  in  the  herring. 

A dozen  tins  of  Tomato  Pulp  were  all  “blown”.  On  opening  them  we 
found  that  they  were  fermenting,  producing  carbon  dioxide  and  alcohol.  Evident- 
ly the  contents  had  not  been  properly  sterilised. 

Pieces  of  “Bread  and  Butter”:  our  tests  proved  that  these  had  been 
spread  with  a mixture  of  margarine  and  butter,  the  margarine  being  in  the 
greater  proportion. 

Mouldy  Foods 

Thirteen  samples  were  examined  because  of  complaints  that  they  were 
mouldy.  These  included  cake,  bread,  teacakes,  pies,  pasties,  cream  and  sausages. 

Two  bottles  of  milk  contained  mouldy  residues.  Two  tins  of  Baby  Food 
were  condemned  because  they  had  been  slit  and  perforated,  admitting  mould 
spores  and  ruining  the  contents;  it  is  not  uncommon  in  these  days  of  massive 
displays  of  tinned  goods,  to  find  that  when  cartons  have  been  slashed  open, 
some  of  the  outer  tins  have  been  scored  by  the  knife.  Sometimes  this  produces 
a slit  in  the  tinplate  as  mentioned  here. 

Shoppers  should  beware  of  this  risk. 
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DISEASES  OF  ANIMALS  (WASTE  FOODS)  ORDER,  1957 

During  the  year  8 visits  were  made  to  licensed  premises  where  boiling 
plants  for  waste  food  are  installed.  No  contraventions  of  the  Order  were  found. 
At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  7 licensed  premises  in  the  Borough.  In  one 
case,  however,  the  keeping  of  pigs  had  ceased  and  in  one  case  the  plant  is  not  in 
use,  the  pigs  being  corn  fed. 


FERTILISERS  AND  FEEDING  STUFFS  ACT,  1926 

30  samples  were  obtained  during  the  year.  29  informal  and  one  formal; 
of  these  14  were  of  fertilisers  of  which  3 were  unsatisfactory  and  16  of  feeding 
stuffs  of  which  one  formal  and  2 informal  samples  were  not  satisfactory. 
In  all  cases  the  statutory  statement  was  unsatisfactory  in  that  one  one  or  more 
ingredients  were  either  above  or  below  the  declared  value  by  more  than  the 
permitted  limit  of  variation. 

In  4 cases,  3 of  fertiliser  and  one  of  feeding  stuffs  the  vendor  was  informed 
of  the  results  of  the  analysis.  Regarding  the  remaining  2 unsatisfactory  samples 
of  feeding  stuffs,  following  an  unsatisfactory  informal  sample  a formal  sample 
was  taken  which  also  proved  to  be  unsatisfactory.  In  this  case  a warning  letter 
was  sent  to  the  manufacturers. 


PHARMACY  AND  POISONS  ACT,  1933 

The  poisons  sold  by  persons  whose  names  are  on  the  list  of  sellers  consist 
mainly  of  ammonia,  phenol  disinfectants  and  insecticides.  The  traders  concerned 
are  grocers,  hardware  dealers,  hairdressers  and  agricultural  suppliers.

Refuse  Collection 

With  the  exception  of  the  fortnight  following  each  Bank  Holiday, 
a weekly  collection  of  refuse  has  been  given  in  all  districts  of  the  borough 
throughout  the  year,  in  spite  of  the  difficulties  caused  by  traffic  congestion 
since  the  opening  of  the  M62  motorway. 

1,588  pre-paid  postcards  were  returned  and  1,966  telephone  calls  were 
received,  requesting  the  removal  of  bulky  articles.  Even  so,  it  was  necessary 
to  remove  refuse  from  many  of  the  favourite  dumping  grounds.  Several  cases 
of  dumping  were  investigated  with  a view  to  prosecution  but  because  of  the 
unwillingness  of  witnesses  to  be  involved,  the  department  was  unable  in  most 
cases  to  institute  proceedings.  One  of  the  worst  cases  of  dumping  was  on  land 
off  Bulay  Road,  Thornton  Lodge,  where  large  quantities  of  refuse,  both  bulky 
and  small,  had  been  dumped  at  the  bottom  of  a very  steep  bank  to  which 
access  was  almost  impossible.  This  is  a pre-dominantly  immigrant  population 
area  and  assistance  was  sought  from  the  Community  Relations  Officer  who 
undertook  to  have  leaflets  printed  in  English  and  two  of  the  more  common 
Asiatic  languages  and  distributed.  The  owners  of  the  land  also  agreed  to 
circularise  all  the  residents  in  the  adjacent  area. 

The  refuse  compactor  in  the  Market  Hall,  installed  in  February,  has 
operated  very  successfully  and  it  is  probable  that  other  developments  in  the 
Town  Centre  will  find  it  profitable  to  use  this  modern  method  of  refuse  storage. 

Refuse  Disposal 

Final  decisions  have  at  last  been  made  to  go  ahead  with  the  construction 
of  a refuse  incinerator  and  the  actual  civil  engineering  work  is  expected  to 
begin  in  August  1972.  Disposal  by  controlled  tipping  has  continued  at  Berry 
Brow,  Birchencliffe  and  Bradley  but  these  tips  are  rapidly  becoming  filled. 

Tub  Closets 

There  has  been  some  further  progress  towards  conversion  to  W.C’s  in 
areas  where  new  sewers  have  been  laid  and  co-operation  with  the  Public  Health 
Department  has  been  maintained  in  an  effort  to  eliminate  entirely  the  use  of 
tub  closets  throughout  the  borough.
